Tidewater African Violet Society Hold Annual Plant Show At Botanical *» 
Gardens; Plants To Be Judged And Sold 



Since opening its office in the 
Pembroke Office Park two years 
ago, Straight, Inc., a family ori- 
ented treatment program for drug 
using young people, helped ISO 
families in Hampton Roads, 60 of 
them from Virginia Beach. 

According to Andy Reading, as- 
sociate administrator of the Virginia 
Beach Straight office, "The goal of 
the family service center is to iden- 
tify families in the community who 
are in a crisis and help get the 
families into treatment." 

Straight also presents outreach 
and public awareness to the com- 
munity. Over the past two years, 
Reading said the organization has 
spoken to more than 25,000 peo- 
ple, "Which is really pretty com- 
mendable, I think," he added. 

Although the actual drug treat- 
ment is currently being adminis- 
tered in Springfield, Va., Reading 
said a 20,000 square-foot, four-acre 
facility is expected to open this 
July in Chesapeake. The facility 
will serve all of Hampton Roads as 
the only long-term, non-profit, 
family-oriented program in the area. 

"I think there is a lot of treat- 
ment available in Hampton Roads,"

Reading said. "We're going to fill 
that void." 

Straight, Inc. was started 13 
years ago in St. Petersburg, Fla., 
by a group of parents who had 
children involved with drugs. After 
exhausting all resources, they 
formed Straight, with no intentions 
of it becoming such a popular pro- 
gram. People began flying to 
Florida from all over the country 
and soon graduates of the program 
started Straight programs in their 
home towns. There are currently 
seven Straight organizations, pri- 
marily up and down the east coast. 

Straight treats drug users from 
age 12 into their early 20's, as well 
as their families. Reading stressed 
that the parents are affected by their 
children's actions, but they are not 
to blame, therefore the whole fam- 
ily needs to make a total commit- 
ment to the treatment. 



"We involve the entire family, 
not just parents but brothers and 
sisters also," he said. "We will not 
take a kid into treatment unless 
there's parental involvement." 

Reading said most of the patients 
at Straight go through treatment for 
about 14 months, although, "We 
see each child as being different so 
the kids move through treatment at 
their own pace." 

He said 60 percent of the patients 
are boys; 40 percent are girls. Many 
of the patients use alcohol as their 
first drug of choice and then move 
on to other drugs. Reading said al- 
cohol and marijuana are the most 
popular drugs used by the patients. 
Cocaine ranks second with LSD 
coming in third. 

"It's alive and 
Hampton Roads, 
much LSD there 
Roads," he said. \ 

The treatment, which is always 
performed in a group setting, is 
done in five phases. During the first 
phase, the patient is in treatment 10 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
Once they check into the program, 
the child is separated from his fam- 
ily. Because the parents always feel 
powerless, there is little communi-

Patricia Knight has a passion for 
African Violets, in fact she has over 
ISO of them decorating her 
Charlestown house. 

On Mother's Day weekend she 
will show them off at the Tidewater 
African Violet Society's annual 
plant show at Botanical Gardens. 

"When you get hooked, you re- 
ally get hooked," said Knight, who 
is the club's corresponding secre- 
tary. 

Knight said her plants are just 
now starting to bloom and should 
be ready by the time of the show. "I 
should have nice heads of blooms 
by next week," she said. 

Each of the 30 club members 
will bring a plant to be judged by 
nine "official African Violet 
judges." The judging will take place 
on Saturday from 9 a.m. to noon, 
and the winning plants will receive 
blue ribbons for first place, red for 
second and white or yellow for 
third. 



"When you get 
hooked, you really get 
hooked," said Knight, 
who is corresponding 
secretary of the dub. 



The African Violet club, which 
is an affiliate of the African Violet 
Association of America based in 
Texas, was started in Tidewater in 
1976. According to Knight, the 
club's purpose is to "educate people 
who enjoy flowers and to get an 
overall perspective to anyone inter- 
ested in African Violets." 

She said the club meets the 
fourth Sunday of every month from 
September through June at Botani- 
cal Gardens. Since many of the 
members travel hundreds of miles 
to attend the meetings, Botanical 
Gardens was chosen as a central 
meeting place. 

"People come from all over. 
We're most centralized at the Gar- 
dens," Knight said. 

Knight said the club is 90 per- 



cent women, although there are 
several men. They all get together 
to exchange information as well as 
plants. 

"We have some men who are 
very active. They grow some beau- 
tiful plants," she said. 

African Violets, which have 
small feathery types of leaves, 
range in color from pink to red to 
white to violet, Knight said, but 
they all have the same growing 
pattern. She said most of the mem- 
bers grow their plants under an 
artificial light, but they will grow 
in a window sill. The lights are 
usually left on 12 hours a day. 

The African Violets may be wa- 
tered by hand from the top or by 

wick watering, which is done by a 
string that hangs out of the bottom 
of the plant and into a container of 
water. 

"They're watering themselves 
through the wick. They flower bet- 
ter," Knight said. 

The plants are grown in a light

SPCA 's Susan Wagner Teaches Education 
Programs To Schools, Nursing Homes

She's not a teacher, but Susan 
Wagner, Virginia Beach SPCA 
education director, has spent the last 
9 1/2 years preaching to others 
about pet ownership, animal rights, 
neutering and the treatment of ani- 
mals. 

"I do education programs in pub- 
lic, private schools, daycare centers 
and nursing homes," she said. "I go 
talk to anybody that will listen." 

Although she always had pets as 
a child, she was not especially in- 
terested in pursuing a career with 
them. Her main interest was jour- 
nalism. After graduating from high 
school in Roanoke in 1952, Wag- 
ner went on the West Hampton - 
University of Richmond for two 
years. She then transferred to the 
University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, where she received her 
journalism degree. 

Wagner said she had a normal

childhood and was active in Girl 
Scouts as well as writing for her 
high school newspaper. 

"I liked being a teenager so 
much, I cried when I got to be 20," 
she said. 

After graduating from college, 
Wagner went to work for the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch. In 1958 
she married her husband, Al Wag- 
ner, who was also a newspaperman. 
Wagner worked for several weekly 
newspapers before she began work- 
ing for non-profit organizations 
such as United Way, the Chamber 
of Commerce and Virginia Beach 
General Hospital. 

Then, she landed her job as a 
human educator. Aside from travel- 
ing to Beach schools, she conducts 
a pet therapy program at nursing 
homes and at the Tidewater Psychi- 



atric Center. She usually brings 
three animals to TPI, where pa- 
tients are able to pet and hold the 
animals. Because every pet has to 
have a "chaperone" Wagner said she 
has to limit the number of animals 
she takes to the nursing homes. 
She said she usually spends half a 
day there and visits every single 
room. 

"I've always been comfortable 
with animals. When I came here I 
had to learn all about animals. I'm 
still learning. You have to be will- 
ing to clean up messes," Wagner 
said. 

Wagner, who spends three days a 
week lecturing at schools, said 
someday she would love to talk 
about animal control to government 
chases. She said what she likes the 
moat about her job is the contact 



she has with the animals. When 
visiting the nursing homes, she 
takes along the SPCA's resident 
rabbit, which luckily does not con- 
tract diseases from the other ani- 
mals in the kennel She's hoping to 
have a certain dog that she can take 
with her all the time for her pet 
therapy programs. 

Wagner said in her spare time she 
likes to read a lot, as well as do 
some gardening in the yard of her 
new townhouse in Kings Grant. 
She also enjoys spending time with 
her grandson, and taking long walks 
on the beach or at Seashore State 
Park. 

Wagner, who was recently elected 
vice-president for communications 
by the Virginia Federation of Hu- 
mane Societies, is also a member 
of the American Association of 
University Women.

Mothers, Inc., has offered to do 
all the repairs to the building, as long as the city lets it be used 
to help the homeless. Mothers, Inc., wants to establish a place 
where showers, washers and dryers and clothing will be avail- 
able for the netedy. They are even willing to share the land and 
let the police use the parking Iqt that already exists. It's a nice 
gesture, but will the city go for it? 

The homeless advocates should be commended for putting 
forth so much time and effort into helping the homeless, but 
they should not expect the city to feel responsible for them, al- 
though we do live in a very humanitarian city. It's just that the 
city has so many other problems and projects going on right 
now, that city officials can't please everyone all the time. 

Then, on the other hand, maybe the city should reconsider 
their decision to raze the dilapidated building. How badly does 
the police precinct need the parking lot? If they are set on their 
decision, maybe they will consider using the parking spaces for 
the summer tourist season, since there is usually a shortage of 
parking. * 

The city has scheduled the building's razing for mid-May. 
Until then the homeless advocates will continue to picket and 
confront city officials for as long as it takes to get the message 
across. If the homeless advocates lose the battle, hopefully they 
won't hold a grudge against the city and hopefully something to 
help their cause will come up soon. - K.L.D.

Red Cross Gets Tough On 
Misuse Of Its Emblem

'"World Red Cross Day,'" Mon- 
day, May 8, will be celebrated by 
147 Red Cross societies around the 
world. It is an appropriate time for 
the organization to inform and edu- 
cate the American public of our 
mission, acquaint them with our 
international heritage, and relate to- 
day's Red Cross into everyday life," 
said William P. Ballard, Jr., Tide- 
water chapter chairman. 

"It should also be a time to fa- 
miliarize the public, the media, ad- 
vertising and graphic design firms, 
healthcare organizations and other 
groups with the significance of the 
Red Cross emblem and what it 
truly represents," Ballard continued. 

"The Red Cross is not a generic 
symbol for health care or medicine 
as probably some would believe," 
he said, "but a federally-protected 
symbol with distinct guidelines for 
its use." 

In a speech prepared for the 
chapter's annual meeting in Vir- 
ginia Beach/Thursday, May 11, 
Ballard underscored the organiza- 
tion's efforts to continue closer 
watch over potential misuses of the 
Red Cross symbol. 

"The national organization and 
this local chapter have done much 
to monitor the use or misuse of the 
symbol," Ballard said, but added 
more can be done in identifying 
unauthorized use, informing parties 
as to the specific limitations, and 
assisting with further questions or 
concerns to discontinue the practice. 
The Greek red cross symbol, as it is 
known, on a white background is 
protected by federal criminal statute 
(Title 18 United States Code, Sec- 
tions 706, 917), in America and 
around the world by international 
treaties. 

The legal protections proscribe 
the use of the red cross as the sym- 



bol of the International Red Cross 
Movement pursuant to the interna- 
tional treaties (the Geneva or so- 
called Red Cross conventions), that 
require adherence by all signatory 
nations to specific humanitarian 
principles. 

"The improper or unauthorized 
use of the Red Cross emblem can 
carry serious consequences, some- 
times affecting peoples' lives," 
Ballard stated. "Other instances 
carry the potential for legal action 
by the American Red Cross." 

For the most part, Ballard agreed, 
most instances of misuse stem 
from inadvertent or "honest" mis- 
takes; many people take for granted 
the Red Cross is a universal sign 
for something medical. Because the 
symbol is protected by federal 
criminal law, carrying with it the 
weight of the U.S. Government, it 
does not appear in the copyright 
protection entries. Because the pro- 
tection afforded it, a red Greek cross 
on white background, (i.e. the Red 

Cross symbol), is not a "registered 
trademark" nor is it "copyrighted." 

"When an advertising or promo- 
tions firm does a copyright check, 
it doesn't show up," continued Bal- 
lard. "Unfortunately, this some- 
times leads to the 'universal sym- 
bol' misunderstanding." 

With very few exceptions, the 
Greek red cross and the words "Red 
Cross," are limited in use to iden- 
tify military facilities and equip- 
ment treating the wounded and sick 
and armed forces medical personnel 
and chaplains (both in war and 
peacetime), and representatives and 
resources belonging to die Interna- 
tional Red Cross Movement or the 
various national Red Cross soci- 
eties, including the American Red 
Cross. 

Exceptions to this restriction, 
(such as Red Cross shoes [im], and 
certain Johnson & Johnson [tm] 
Please see Red Crou, page 12 
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Frank T. Williams has lost his 
latest bid to develop homesites in 
AG-1 Agriculturally-zoned property 
in the Pungo Borough. 

On April 13, 1987, Williams 
withdrew an application for a 
conditional use permit to build six 
single-family units on AG-1 prop- 
erty on Three Pine Lane. 

City council denied by a vote of 
8-1 his application for a change of 
zoning from AG-1 Agricultural 
District to AG-2 Agricultural Dis- 
trict on the north and south sides of 
Three Pine Lane almost 600 feet 
south of Nanney's Creek Road. The 
parcel contains 11.636 acres. 
Williams intended to divide the 
parcel into five lots. 

In AG-2 zones residences are 
permitted on one-acre lots by right. 
In AG-1 zones, residences are per- 
mitted only by use permit 

When the city created the zones, 
it allowed for AG-2 to extend ap- 
proximately 600 feet back from the 
highway. AG-1 property was be- 
hind that. 

In developing his AG-2 property 
in 14 lots, however, Williams con- 
structed a road to city specifications 
which he maintained should justify 
the AG-2 designation. 

Robert Cromwell, attorney for 
Williams, said that other property 
in the agricultural area located on a 
public street is classified AG-2, but 
not this one. 

The planning commission rec- 
ommended denial because of the 
precedence approval would set for 
further development in the area and 
also because the development would 
represent a threat to the environ- 
ment. 

Council also considered whether 
denial of the rezoning could be 
constructed as a denial of the 
owner's use of his property. 

Gary Fentress, assistant city at- 
torney, said, however, that reason- . 
able use does not mean five build- 
ings. It could be one house. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
voted that development of the 
Williams' AG-2 property seem to 
create an encroachment on the wet- 
lands. 



Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that any hardship suffered by the 
applicant is self-imposed. Residen- 
tial development for the area is not 
in the comprehensive plan, she 
said. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that he would rather err on the side 
of the Back Bay and the environ- 
ment, that on the side of reasonable 
use. 

Councilman John Perry voted 
against denial of die application and 
Blackwater Councilman John A. 
Baum and Pungo Councilwoman 
Barbara Henley abstained because of 
business associations with 
Williams. 

Patrick McQuilkin, 1405 Drum 
Point Road, said that approval of 
the application would "let develop- 
ment slip through the door. . . un- 
der the guise you're mistreating his 
rights. I speak for die land." 

Charles Traub III, 784 Glasgow 
Court, representing the Back Bay 
Restoration Association, said that 
the potential for building on the 
site is marginal at best. He said it 
is not suitable for farming because 
it is wet, and that building will 
contaminate Nanney's Creek. He 
said the city has an obligation to 
protect the water quality. Land pur- 
chased for agricultural use carries no 
guarantee, he said. Rezoning would 
create sport zoning which is incon- 
sistent with the letter and intent of 
the agricultural zoning and would 
set a dangerous precedent, he said. 

Janice Walsh, who fives on 
Nanney's Creek Road, said'tiiat over 
200 people signed petitions to pre- 
vent Williams' previous develop- 
ment, "But it happened anyway." 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the platting of the property 
was done at the owner's consent and 
that Williams' is not a unique 
situation. He said that the auto- 
matic alternative is not a rezoning 
of the property. 

Three Pine Lane, on which the 
property at issue fronts, was con- 
structed by Williams. The city 
based its AG-1 and AG-2 zoning 
classifications on the location of 
Nanney's Creek Road. , 



City To Purchase New Helicopter 



The city is purchasing a new 
turbine helicopter to replace one of 
its two aging piston helicopters for 
$646,381. 

Of the total cost, the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency will pay $153,791 
with the remainder coming from the 



general fund balance. 

Plans are to purchase another 
turbine helicopter within the next 
few years. This purchase, however, 
would require a real estate tax in- 
crease and the amount is not in- 
cluded in the proposed operating 
budget for 1989-90 except as an 
option. 



City Agrees To Sell Bonds 



City council has agreed to sell 
$13 million in water and sewer 
revenue bonds to Virginia Re- 
sources Authority at a 7.409 per- 
cent interest cost 

According to Government Fi- 



nance Associates, the city's finan- 
cial advisors, the rates received were 
comparable to market rates on the 
day the rate was offered for "AA" 
revenue bonds of a similar size. 



City Appeals Downzoning Suit 



The city of Virginia Beach is ap- 
pealing the recent decision of the 
Virginia Beach Circuit Court in a 
suit arising over the downzoning of 
property south of the Green Line. 

The court found in favor of Vir- 



ginia Land Investment Associates, 
Inc., against the city. 

Council recently authorized the 
city attorney's office to file an ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court. 



Police May Take Minors 
To Non-Secure Crisis Center 

Hunting Season Remains Same; Parking Fees Up 



An ordinance change will make it 
easier for Virginia Beach police of- 
ficers to enforce the city's curfew 
for minors. 

The Tidewater Psychiatric Insti- 
tute and its Crisis Center on First 
Colonial Road and the Court Ser- 
vice Unit are developing a program 
which would permit a police officer 
to pick up youth under 18 years of 
age hanging out at the beach after 
midnight. 

The curfew between the hours of 
12:01 a.m. and 5 a.m. has been on 
the books since 1965. However, for 
the police to do anything with the 
youth requires a great deal of time, 
removing the officer from his beat 
for several hours. 

Council Monday approved a 
change in the curfew ordinance 
which permits the officer to take 
the minor to a non-secure state-cer- 
tified crisis center or juvenile shel- 
ter. 

Under the joint program, the of- 
ficer could pick up "at-risk" youth 
to determine their age and whether 
any outstanding charges are against 
them. Those with pending charges 



would be processed through the Ju- 
venile Court's Intake Unit. This 
process is currently being used. 

If there are no charges, the police 
officer can immediately transport 
the juvenile to the Crisis Center on 
First Colonial Road to have an as- 
sessment made regarding the 
youth's immediate needs and rea- 
sons for being on the street after 
hours and to steer the youth and his 
family to existing community ser- 
vices, to free the police officer from 
the responsibility of calling par- 
ents, making decisions about what 
to do with the youth; to identify 
these young people are and how 
many there are, and to identify what 
services are successful. 

The present code gives die officer 
three options • releasing the youth, 
issuing a summons or taking the 
offender to Juvenile Intake for pro- 
cessing. The ordinance change pro- 
vides a fourth option - to take a 
youth to a crisis center or emer- 
gency youth shelter which would be 
nonsecurefaciliues.

Our highways construction effort is moving ahead full speed and I'd like 
to give you a report on exactly how well we are doing. 

First, I want to report on the bond referendum projects. As you'll recall, 
in November 1986 the voters approved a seven-project, $40 million sup- 
plemental highways construction program. This was in addition to the 
ambitious program the city had already planned to accomplish from other 
revenue sources. 

These seven projects are today either under construction (Lynnhaven 
Parkway Phases V and VH, Independence Boulevard Phase IIA), and Ferrell 
Parkway Phase IC; being advertised for construction (Northampton Boule- 
vard Phase IT); or with designs nearing completion (General Booth Boule- 
vard Phase II and Indian River Road Phase IV). We received very competi- 
tive bidding for construction and, in spite of the heavy rains this spring, 
have made good progress in the field. We will, without any problems, 
meet the time frame required for execution of the bond authorization. 

I might add that the public works staff accomplished this without defer- 
ral of other projects. In fact, we have moved forward with the entire pro- 
gram on schedule. This month we will open bids on the Pungo Ferry 
Bridge, a $10 million sorely needed replacement bridge in the southern part 
of our city. This will be joined by Northampton Boulevard Phases I and

IIA, and Ferrell Parkway Phase IB. Altogether, we will open bids between 
now and May on $30 million in highway work. 

Other projects already under construction are a new Back Bay marina 
bridge, the widening of Baxter Road with a new Bonney Road connector, 
an additional segment of Independence Boulevard (Phase IIA- 1), and the 
Recreation Drive bridge on Lynnhaven Parkway at Salem Road. 

Soon to be completed are our Holland Road Phase IV project for $4 
million, and Rosemont Road Phase III for $2.5 million - and I haven't 
even mentioned the Virginia Department of Transportation's contracts for 
Virginia Beach Boulevard ($18 million), and the Baxter Road flyover ($6 
million). 

In total, and including the projects I just mentioned, we have $80 mil- 
lion of roadways under construction or about to start with another $29 
million standing in the wings. 

And I don't have to stop there. Our design work on a host of other pro-

Guidance Counselors Important To All Schools

Guidance counselors have long been a part of high school and junior 
high faculties; but, in Virginia they have only recently been available to 
elementary students. 

This is probably because general opinion was that elementary teachers 
worked closely with their students on a daily basis and had much more in- 
timate knowledge of the students' needs. Secondary teachers see large 
groups for short periods of time during the school day and secondary stu- 
dents have more complicated schedules to be designed. They also are mak- 
ing career and college decisions which have traditionally been handled 
through the guidance office. 

Unfortunately, none of these reasons acknowledge the day-to-day needs 
of today's students. That's why VBEA is pleased to see that Virginia is 
now requiring school counselors to spend 60 percent of their time counsel- 
ing students and is mandating school counselors at the elementary level . 

Because the new state mandates require an elementary counselor for 
about every 500 students, the Virginia Beach schools will have 80 
elementary counselors next yean 60 of these will be new positions. 

What has happened is that there has been a gradual acknowledgement by 
state education departments and school boards that the elementary teacher 
has a tremendous burden already. Today's children do not all come from 
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The elementary counselor can work one-to-one 
with the child who feels he has no friends, the child 
whose parents are divorcing, or the abused child. 



two parent homes where mother stays home to do child care and English is 
the major language. Instead, many children need more individual attention 
than the classroom teacher can give. In these cases, teachers need help in 
dealing with particular student needs. 

The elementary counselor can work one-to-one with the child who feels 
he has no friends, the child whose parents are divorcing, or the abused 
child. The parent, teacher, and counselor can work together to help disrup- 
tive children or children who have had traumatic experiences. The counselor 
can work with groups of children who are experiencing the same problems 
and need to know they are not alone and not to blame. The counselor can 
be the person who simply sits and listens when no one else seems to have 
the time. * 

One recent example of counselors helping is that the U.S.S. IOWA 
tragedy, the counselors at Seatack and Birdneck elementary schools worked 
with the students, parents, and teachers on coping with the death of a fam-

Mayday! May Day And Other Traditions

Mayday! Mayday! is a distress call used in radio communications, as you 
must know, and has absolutely nothing to do with the month of May. But 
possibly you do not know that it is actually the Anglecized spelling of the 
French phrase, "(Venez) m'aider!" meaning (come) help me! 

May Day, on the otherhand, is a spring festival in Europe and in some 
parts of our country. When I was in high school and also in college, my 
class always chose a May Queen and a court to preside over the day-long 
affair. There were choral performances, dances around the maypole, and 
sometimes sporting events. 

These traditions had been brought to the New World during the Colonial 
period, but the Puritans of New England were horrified that May Day 
symbolized spring with references to human fertility, crop fertility, and re- 
birth. They even saw the maypole as a phallic symbol. 

In 1682, William Bradford sent a military party to cut down the maypole 
and punish the offenders when he learned that the nearby Anglican colony 
at Mount Merry was making merry! The settlers had set up a maypole and 
were dancing around it, even inviting Indian women to be their consorts 
during the merry month of May. Our Pilgrim forefathers would have none 
of this. Since then, May Day festivities have been tame affairs in America. 

In the early 1900's, Bryn Mawr College students proposed a revival of

May Day festivities. Their first extravagant Elizabethan revelries were 
known as Grand May Day and were a great success. The pageants became 
more and more expensive and lasted for hours. Preparations for these events 
were also time consuming. Costumes, scripts, and rehearsals for the 
pageants took months of planning. Eventually, the college decided on one 
Grand May Day every four years with little May Days in between. In the 
meantime, the tradition spread to other campuses and lasted for many years. 

As I began reading about May Day traditions, I was amused to learn that 
the first day of May was the time to go barefooted. In Mississippi, it is 
called Barefoot Day. In folklore stories from Maryland, I learned that the 
first day of May before the sun is up is the time to wash one's face with 
dew to remove freckles! I wonder if that was how the young ladies were 
encouraged to pick flowers in the early morning hours for May baskets. 

There are many other folk traditions about such things as moving your

Eight Of Nine Service Programs Included In Budget 



Eight of nine programs which 
would increase city services, origi- 
nally proposed as options, may 
now be included in the 1989-90 
Operating Budget without a corre- 
sponding increase in the real estate 
tax rate. 

At a budget work session Mon- 
day, city council appeared to be 
supportive of adopting the pro- 
grams. However, council put off 
consideration of a $5 increase in the 
motor vehicle decal fee which, said 
City Manager Aubrey V. Watts Jr., 
would provide enough revenue to 
enable the city to reduce the pro- 
posed real estate tax rate increase 
from 5.5 cents (per $100 valuation) 
to 4.8 cents. 

Council also deferred until delib- 
eration of the Capital Improvement 
Budget in September a proposal 
made by Councilman William D. 
Sessoms Jr. to use the decal fee in- 
crease to finance more road con- 
struction. Sessoms would use the 
eight-year, $64 million road bond 
authority ($8 million a year), fi- 
nancing the issue with the $5 decal 



increase. The decal increase would 
produce $1.1 million the first year, 
but said Watts, would not be suffi- 
cient to finance the $8-million-a- 
year bonds. 

Council members expressed re- 
luctance, however, to overburden 
the motor vehicle owner with more 
taxes. The increase, would put the 
decal fee at $25, the limit autho- 
rized by the State. 

Council next Monday will act on 
the $587,698,684 Operating Budget 
on first reading with the second 
reading scheduled for May 15. 

The eight items, which will be 
added to the budget, have a 
$2,406,000 price tag. With the 
purchase of a second helicopter for 
the Police Department, at a 
$625,000 cost, they had been pre- 
sented as options requiring an addi- 
tional two cent increase in the real 
estate tax rate. Purchase of the 
helicopter was not recommended at 
this time. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager, budget, proposed using 
$1,234,000 of the year-ending bal- 



ances for four one-time items which 
include the purchase of a fire truck 
(ladder), $450,000; 20,000 library 
books, $300,000; Pavilion roof 
renovation, $210,000, and addi- 
tional four traffic signals, 
$274,000. He recommended that the 
city wait until the end of August 
before making the expenditures 
when the books are closed and the 
actual balance computed. 

The staff has also identified 
$344,000 in savings and additional 
revenue. A portion of the savings is 
contingent on the acceptance by 
council of the proposed use of end- 
ing balance to pay cash for fire sta- 
tions rather than lease purchase 
them. 

Another $828,000 has been 
identified by using some existing 
reserves to pay off a portion of the 
city's lease-purchase debt, making 
money budgeted for debts service 
available. 

The recurring items which would 
be financed this year by the 
remaining funds include the addition 
of 16 patrol officers and two 



sergeants, $805,000; two zoning 
inspectors, $62,000; contract for 
stormwater piping and driveway 
renovations, $202,000, and addi- 
tional marine patrol crew and 
equipment, $103,000. 

Block suggested the decal tax as a 
possible alternative to a portion of 
the property tax increase for 
schools. 

Sessoms said that the decal in- 
crease could cover the debt on the 
$8 million road bond authority. "I 
really think using the $8 million 
will help the city move forward." 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that he did not see the decal tax as 
an equitable lax, that the city was 
pursuing a $100 million road 
building program and that he was 
not sure consumers will pay an ad- 
ditional tax for roads. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that which roads will be im- 
proved will be dictated by the 
Comprehensive Plan which is not 
expected to beready until the fall. 

Watts said that the decal increase 
could be considered more appropri- 



ately with the CIP. Watts said that 
the $5 increase would not cover all 
of the debt service for the $8 mil- 
lion-a-year debt 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she wanted to keep options 
open. She said that the road im- 



provement backlog is so great, that 
the city need not be tied to future 
plans. She said, however, that she 
felt that "people with cars are up to 
here with car taxes." If the decal fee 
is increased, she said, "I'll go into 
seclusion."

The participants in this Sixth Annual Elementary School Forensic 
Tournament came from Cape Henry Collegiate School, Julia Scherrer, 
coach; Hampton Roads Academy, Barbara Knowles, coach; Nansemond- 
Suffolk Academy, Ann Woleben, coach; Norfolk Academy, Judy Hedrick, 
coach; and Ryan Academy, Paul Raper, coach.

Project For Her Art Students 

I decided.it would be fun and interesting for my 7th, 8th, and 9lh grade 
students to communicate with contemporary American artists after 
examining the book "American Artists: an Illustrated Survey of Leading 
Contemporary Americans" by Les Krantz. 

The book gave short, basic information about each artist The students 
each went through the book and selected a work of art that interested them 
and who they would like to write. 

To help make the letters more personal, I photographed each student so 
they could enclose the picture in their letter. 

The students were given a beginning paragraph to copy and then encour- 
aged to write an interesting letter. They told about their families, school, 
hobbies, art talents and then asked the artists questions about themselves. 

The students' letters ranged from just a few lines to pages. After the let- 
ters were addressed and stamped, the students were warned that this was an 
experiment so not to get their hopes up. But what an exciting time it's 
been with the packages and letters pouring in. The answers are as varied as 
the students' letters were. Fifty-eight answers have been received so far. 
Besides the wonderful letter, the artists have been most generous with 
sending large posters, post cards, books, pamphlets, original paintings and 
sketches, prints, and numerous treats to the students. Only a few students 
even asked for anything. 

The students' pictures and the letters speak for themselves. 

Including the unfortunate letters that were returned for incorrect 
addresses, about 70 percent of the students received a reply. 

I have been overwhelmed by the depth and thoughtfulness of the letters 
the artists took the time to write and send with the^packages. Some of 
them are presented here. **""

Tracy Moutminy Critiques Serena's Work 

Dear Serena: 

I'm pleased that you like my painting, "Earth Dancers." It's part of a 
large mural painted directly on the concrete wall of the Biology Building of 
the University of Missouri, where I was a professor in the Art Department. 
I'm retired now, hence have more time for painting. The mural, "Earth," is 
one of four murals covering the walls of a staircase and extending from the 
basement to the second floor. The book should have explained that this is a 
detail, not the whole painting. From the caption one would think that the 
figures were twenty feet high when they are only thirteen feet 

Now as to the things that puzzled you: the whole cycle of painting 
illustrates the theme of Evolution in terms of the four traditional elements 
- fire, water, earth, and air. The true number of elements now is, of course, 
vastly greater; but artistic truth, poetic truth is its own law. Besides, it's 
appropriate. First came the stars, then the earth with its atmosphere. Life 
started in the oceans, came up on land, rooted itself in the earth, broke free 
(Earth Dancers), and is now above the air, exploring the stars. The fourth 
mural, next higher than this one, shows astronauts floating above the 
earth. Do you like my easel painting, "The Shipwreck," reproduced in 
black and white on page 215? 

You ask when I'started drawing: at age five„or six. I did many of my 
childhood drawings in little notebooks which I still have. 

Do I love to travel? Yes. I've spent many summers in Rome, one in 
Venice, one in Paris. My husband and I spent a year in Beirut teaching at 
the American University. Since his death, I've traveled to India. I forget 
how many summers we've both spent in Mexico. A wonderful life: my 
husband could enchant great vacations out of little money. If you love art, 
you will be good at it; but don't expect to grow rich. Artists who make a 
lot of money are willing to be exploited by their dealers. Some can't work 
fast enough to supply the demand for their work. It sounds a little bit like 
a rat race. 

It's good that you love drawing. This is the essential basis of everything 
in art, though numbers of superficial people have thought that they could 
do without it I see that you love beauty and clarity of handwriting, which 
is, after all, a form of drawing. I find your numerals hard to read. Don't 
squeeze things up so much. In fact, they look like your question marks. 

I've never been to Virginia Beach, but anywhere that has a broad view of 
the sea is a good place to live. I grew up in Massachusetts, and I miss that 
broad view; it does indescribable things to you. 

I hope I've answered your questions and given you an incentive to go on 
and be an artist. I'm curious about your work. The drawing you are 
working on with pen looks interestings, but I can't tell much about it. Of 
the two pictures above your head, the one on the left is a Renoir 
reproduction I'm pretty sure. Could the one on the right be by you? It is 
perhaps a human figure upside down (I doubt this) or a fish diving in an 
aquarium. I'd like to see a clear photo of something you've done. 

I'm enclosing the detail. Earth Dancers, and a detail of the detail. I 
included two mural panels done last year for a bank. The two relate to one 
another compositionally. The street scene, Broadway, should be on the 
right, Katy Station on the left. 

No more room here. Best regards and good luck.

Dear Gerald- 
Thanks for your recent letter and interest in my work. Your art instruc- 
tor, Mrs. Corso, must be a very dedicated and good teacher to have 120 
students doing such a project It is great to know that there are such people 
out there in the education field. 

I live in a very isolated part of Colorado. During the winter it can get 
down to twenty below zero at times and the snow can be quite deep. There 
are deer and elk that come by my studio window almost every day and I 
enjoy getting out and cross country skiing in some remote spots that are 
my favorite places to sketch. It sounds as if we have a lot in common. 
During the summer I love to fly fish for trout and I grew up playing 
sports, although not football as you have. I played tennis, basketball, and 
baseball, (a sport that I also played in college while pursuing my art 
education). I went to Colorado State University for four years, majored in 
art education, and for the next four years taught art in the public schools in 
Oregon and California. In 1972 I quit teaching to take up painting full 
time and moved back to Colorado. I still teach occasionally as a guest in- 
structor at Adams State College and also give five to six painting work- 
shops a year to other painters. During the summer, I have a gallery that 
my wife and I run in Creede, Colorado.

Thank you for writing such a nice letter. I think your project is an 
excellent one and I feel honored by your choosing me. 

Before answering your questions, I better comment on your reference to 
me as "important and busy." That's because I know you are going to be 
making some decisions for yourself in the coming months about what 
your interests really are and how you want to use your time, in school or 
out. 

Yes, I am very busy. I work days, evenings and weekends but it doesn't 
really seem like work. It's more like play. Oh, there are deadlines and 
chores I would rather not do, but I enjoy the career I have chosen. Maybe, I 
should share with you something I did wrong. 

When a person is your age (and for the next several years) it seems like 
there are so many interesting things to do. You want to do them all and it 
seems like there is plenty of time. I should have concentrated on fewer 
things and done them well. Instead, it was many years before I discovered 
the enjoyment that comes from staying focused. There is a saying, "Find 
what you would do for free and make it a successful career." 

As for being important, well, that is a tricky subject No matter how 
skilled or rich or famous you are, somebody out there will have more. It's 
true even in your own school - like in sports or grades or popularity. That 
really bothers some people. The only way to handle it is to realize that 
there is enough good to go around - if you know what I mean. Just this 
Saturday, I got to meet Sylvester Stallone. We went to the Andy Worhol 
show and had lunch afterward. There were photographers and people 
wanting his autograph all over the place. It was awesome. This was 
serious fame. But, you know what? He actually knew of my work and 
admires me for what I do. I'll never be famous like that but I wasn't 
jealous. There is enough "good" to go around. Never get involved in 
something just for the recognition - go for the inner satisfaction that 
comes from doing your own personal best. Recognition comes - slow 
sometimes - but it comes. 

Well now, you asked me how I make a painting • not how to run your 
life. What I do is if I find a pinball machine that someone will let mc use. 
I look for the kind that has lots of lights. That way I can make the

painting seem like the light is coming from inside it. I take lots of slides 
with a 35 mm camera with a zoom lens - different angles, focus and 
exposure. Sometimes there are 8 or 10 rolls of one machine. I choose the 
one that looks best and put it in a slide projector which is aimed at the 
stretched blank canvas. In the light of the projector, I draw the lines around 

all the various shapes. When I turn the room lights on, I have something 
like a page out of a giant coloring book. 

Then I start painting using the slide to see the colors and shading. I use 
oil paints on a disposable palette which you can get at most art stores. I 
mix the paints with a little metal spatula called a painting knife and I have 
a little can of turpentine for cleaning brushes. I use old T-shirts for 
painting rags. Having the right kind of paint rags is important because ot 
the constant cleaning of the brushes. That's what keeps the colors on the 
canvas from getUng "muddy" looking. So you see, it's pretty straight 
forward. You should give it a try. If you have any trouble, give me a call. 

I forget how much the painting you mentioned sold for originally but a 
painting of mine was sold at auction this year for $121,000. My favorite 
artists fall into two groups? those of the past and those who are living 
now. From the past there is Vermeer and Picasso. Vermeer for his sense of 
light and Picasso because he dared to do things that had never been done 
before. Living artists - wow - there are so many. I like Richard Estes, 
Kenny Scharf, Francesco Clemente, Keith Haring, just to name a few. 

Feel free to write me any time. And again, thanks for including me in

Having laid in the dark areas in acrylic, I lay in the very light areas, 
mostly the white areas that I waft to leave, with maskoid. Having done 
this, you are free to use your watercolors and use them very freely, because 
now you have established your darks with acrylics that won't run when wet 
and have protected your lights, so you can be very free with watercolors. 
You can splash them on, blot them out with tissues, or sponges, scrape 
them, do anything you want to because at this point you have pretty well 
protected yourself towards the finished painting. 

Beyond that, I am sending along some prints of my work. Derrick, that 
may illustrate a little bit what I am talking about. 

I'd like to compliment your art teacher. It's certainly an ingenious way 
to teach a bunch of interested art students. It's a great idea. I'm also 
enclosing a biographical sketch of myself which will probably explain any 
questions you may have about age, background, etc. 

Incidentally, I have five grandchildren of my own, all boys, a couple of 
whom are getting interested in painting, and that made it doubly exciting 
for me to hear from you. Good luck to you young man and I hope this 
project of yours is fruitful. It was nice hearing from you and good luck. 
Derrick!

Once the child's 
family has "settled down" and re- 
gained the communication and trust 
for one another, the child is allowed 
lo live in his own home, although 
the treatment is still almost as in- 
tense as phase one. During phase 
two, the family may be asked to 
take in a newcomer to the program 
who is in phase one. 

When a patient reaches phase 
three, he is able to go back to 
school or work, but must return to 
the program immediately after and 
stay until the early evening. During 
phases four and five, the number of 
treatment days per week begins to 
diminish for the patient. 

A graduation ceremony is held 
for every patient who makes it 
through the treatment program, al- 
though not all graduates remain 



drug free. Reading said the success 
rate for those patients who are now 
leading productive lifestyles after 
the program is 60 percent 

"I believe we are the most sue-" 
cessful non-profit drug treatment 
program in the country. We use 
peer pressure in a positive way," 
Reading said 

The cost of the drug treatment 
program is $1 1,000 per year, which 
is payable on a monthly basis. The 
money is used to run the organiza- 
tion, but Reading said it only cov- 
ers 70 to 75 percent of the daily 
operating costs. Straight relies on 
the community's support for the 
rest. Many of the patients' parents 
hold fund raisers, have formed a 
booster club and receive corporate 
contributions to benefit the organi- 
zation. In order to open the new 
treatment facility in July, Straight 
is kicking off a fund raising drive to 
raise $550,000. 

"The community has been ex- 
tremely responsive in the past two 
years. We really need the commu- 
nity's help. There's nobody un- 
touched by adolescent drug use 
these days," Reading said.

jeets is also marching on. If you want a list, we publish an informative 
report called "Roads to the Future" which is available at the library and 
through the city's public information office. However, since I'm in a brag- 
ging mood, just to give you some idea of the magnitude of the program to 
come. 

There are 25 other city and state projects now being actively designed, 
and seven are expected to start design shortly. These add another $140 mil- 
lion to our capital investment program. They include roads, bridges, storm 
drainage and neighborhood street improvements. Within the next several 
years, it will be difficult to identify a major roadway in our city that has 
not been either extended, widened, rebridged, or constructed from scratch. 
From Northampton Boulevard in Bayside Borough to Rudee Inlet Bridge in 
Virginia Beach Borough, to Princess Anne Road in Kempsville Borough to 
the Pungo Ferry Bridge spanning the line between Pungo and Blackwater 
Boroughs, to a new Great Neck Road bridge in Lynnhaven Borough to 
Mill Dam bridge in the Blackwater Borough. 

We are changing the face of our city, to ease, if not solve, our trans- 
portation problems. 

To anyone who says we aren't doing enough, or that we're doing it too 
slowly, I say "bunk!"

soil and need to be re-potted two or 
three times a year. The violets, 
which can also be grown from 
seeds, may grow to be three differ- 
ent sizes. The smallest size are the 
micro-miniatures, which are grown 
in a one inch pot and stay that size. 
The miniatures may grow to be 
six inches in diameter; the semi- 
miniatures eight inches. The stan- 
dard plant, or most commonly 
grown one, may be eight to twelve 



inches or larger in diameter,

In that year, the American Red 
Cross was re- incorporated by the 
U.S. Congress. 

"The American Red Cross is not 
a federal agency and does not receive 
federal appropriations," Ballard 
added, "however, we are chartered by 
congress, and therein lies the pro- 
tection." 

Ballard is unswerving in his 
commitment to the issue. "This is 
not unlike the marketing dilemma 
certain name brand products face 
because their products are referred as 
interchangeably for facial tissues or 
photocopy machines," he stated. 
"However, this is more serious; in 
the final estimate, we're dealing 
with the integrity of an interna- 
tional humanitarian ideal. This is 
what the Red Cross represents: Im- 
partiality, neutrality, voluntary ser- 
vice, humanity, unity and univer- 
sality." 

To stress the seriousness of the 
matter, Ballard claims that inadver- 
tent misuses carry the potential for 
very real damage. He points recent 
examples in motion pictures, 
"Punchline," "Disorderlies," and the 
latest James Bond film, The Liv- 
ing Daylights."

"These examples point out the 
dangers not just to the image of the

Although city council unani- 
mously supported a 5.5 cent real 
estate tax increase to fully fund the 
School Board budget Council- 
woman Reba McClanan said that 
"next year I'm going to look for 
something other than excuses." 

She said that she agreed with 
Councilman John D. Moss who 
said that the budget was driven up- 
ward, not by the city-side expendi- 
tures, but by state mandates for ed- 
ucation that were not funded by the 
state. But she placed some of the 
blame on local school officials. She 
said she wanted the School Board to 
better define what it wants. "Some 
of the things they say are mandates 
are not necessarily true," she said. 
"We will need more specifics from 
the School Board." 

She said the School Board and 
the superintendent of schools 
should do a better job lobbying the 



General Assembly in Richmond. 
She said she found unacceptable the 
failure of the school superintendent, 
James Melvin, to return a call from 
the chairman of the appropriations 
committee. 

By a vote of 10-0 (Councilman 
John L. Perry was absent) council 
adopted the tax rate increase along 
with an appropriation ordinance for 
a $589,860,684 Operating Budget 
to carry the city through the fiscal 
year 1989-90. The budget is 
$2,162,000 more than the budget 
originally sought by City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. The additional 
funds will finance services in eight 
areas which were originally pro- 
posed by Watts as optional pro- 
grams requiring an additional two- 
cent tax increase. The two cents 
would also have included a ninth 
item, the purchase of a second po- 
lice helicopter, a project deferred for 
the time being. 

The additional tax was unncces-

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Director Of Accounting And Payroll,

"I feel I've touched on many areas 
of accounting and I've used that 
knowledge at the city and at the 
school board," said Sammy Cohen, 
director of accounting and payroll 
for Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools.

"I learned a lot about cost ac- 
counting and what it costs to over- 
haul that equipment," he said.

The two met during their junior 
year at a Christian fellowship on 
campus, but were actually just good 
friends for about a year before they 
began dating. 

Cohen also went to work for the 
city of Virginia Beach Finance De- 
partment in the comptroller's office 
in 1974, a job he held for more 
than 14 years. He started out in 
Accounting I, moved up to Ac- 
counting II and then to deputy 
comptroller. 

"I was responsible for the ac- 
counting records and the staff. I also 
produced financial reports," he said. 

Cohen recently made a career 
move to his present job.

Help Keep Runaways 
Off The Streets 



The Virginia Beach oceanfront seems to be an attraction to 
runaway teenagers, but now, thanks to an old law that is finally 
being enforced, those kids will not be allowed to roam the 
streets whenever they want. 

A curfew law will restrict those under 1 8 from being in the 
streets from 12:01 a.m. until 5 a.m. This is probably the prime 
time to find runaways,since they have nowhere to sleep. 

Now, if a youngster is caught out during those hours, they 
will be taken to Tidewater Psychiatric Institute's Crisis Center, 
where the kids will be asked questions and their parents will be 
contacted. Of the 1 ,700 runaways from Virginia Beach alone, 
many of them can't go back home. But there is help for them 
also. There are separate shelters for boys and girls, the Seton 
House and the Crisis Intervention Home for boys. 

These services are not only for teenage runaways who are 
picked up by the police. Any child in need of help with no 
where else to run may contact any of these centers. 

Hopefully this curfew law will help the runaway situation 
and keep the kids off the streets. Too many tragedies can occur 
if they are allowed to walk the streets alone, whether they think 
they can handle it or not. There are enough murders, rapes and 
drug dealirjgs going on as it is. There's no need for these kids 
to end up Evolved. 

The crisis center services are free so runaways need not 
worry about the cost. The help is out there, let's just hope it is 
put to use. - K.L.D.

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Consultants have recommended a 
transportation system for die Pem- 
broke area that would cost $53 
million in addition to $84 million 
in already programmed improve- 
ments. 

The $137 million would provide 
90 percent of the solution to the 
area's transportation problems to 
the year 2010, Lewis Grimm, a 
vice president with Frederic R. 
Harris, Inc., of Fairfax, which with 
the Washington firm of John 
Pickard Associates prepared the 
Pembroke Area Transportation 
Analysis recently presented to 
council. 

A total solution, he said, would 
cost $217 million, including the 
$84 million. 

The analysis also looked into the 
creation of a "downtown" at Pem- 
broke. Grimm said that the area 
may not be the only downtown in 
the city, but can be one of the 
downtowns. Among the features 
which can convert the presently 
suburban-type center, is the likeli- 
hood that densities will increase, 
bringing with them taller buildings, 
parking decks, and more continuous 
street frontages of buildings. Also 
envisioned are pedestrian decks 
connecting over major streets at 
second or third story level, highei 
capacity intersections by using fly- 
overs, ramps and intersections 
mixed-use development including 
office, retail, entertainment, restau- 
rants and residential. 

The block between Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, Independence 
Boulevard, Columbus Circle and 
Constitution Drive would be the 
hub of pedestrian activities with a 
pedestrian deck between Indepen- 
dence and Constitution and a park - 
a town hall square. 

Also suggested is narrowing 
Virginia Beach Boulevard to six 
lanes with the 1 1 or 12 feet on each 
side used for plantings and street 
furniture. 

Included in die $84.1 million al- 
ready planned for die area are die 
Constitution Drive Flyover, Inde- 
pendence Boulevard Phase III and 

Phase IV, and the Baxter Road Fly- 
over. 

The consultants recommend add 
to the list, a 'T* intersection treat- 
ment of Edwin Drive/Independence 
Boulevard; Northbound left turn 
lane at Columbus/Independence 
Boulevard; intersection approach 
widening for Baxter Road at Inde- 
pendence Boulevard; reconstruction 
of Jeanne Street/Constitution Drive 
to four-lane divided; addition to 
right turn/left turn lanes at 11 loca- 
tions; relocate Bonney Road grade 



separation/intersection; widening 
Columbus to six-land divided cross 
section; grade separated urban inter- 
change at Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and Independence Boulevard; grade 
separated urban interchange at Vir- 
ginia beach and Constitution Drive, 
intersection approach restriping 
Aragona at Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard, add second castbound left turn 
lane on Columbus Street at 
Constitution Drive, intersection 
approach restriping Columbus 
Street at Independence Boulevard. 

Also widening Witchduck Road 
from four to six lanes from 
Princess Anne Road to Indepen- 
dence Boulevard; widen Princess 
Anne Road from four to six lanes 
between South Plaza Trail and 
Witchduck Road, and widen Cleve- 
land Street from two to four lanes 
between Aragona Avenue and 
Witchduck Avenue. 

Four other road projects were in 
the report but were not recom- 
mended because of the uncertainty 
as to how the area will develop and 
die cost of the projects. 

The consultants tied their trans- 
portation recommendations to three 
land use scenarios and concluded 
that the improvements will ac- 
commodate any of the development 
scenarios. The report shows that 
new capital allocation would aver- 
age approximately $6.7 million a 
year for the next 20 years. 

Higher density development also 
promotes ride-sharing and public 
transportation, die report points 
aut, and generates compatible land 
oses such as hotels, restaurants and 
support retail. 

• The report recommends the 
establishment ofva Transportation 
Coordination Office which would 
encourage companies to implement 
staggered work hours, ficxtime 
hours, increased ridesharing oppor- 
tunities, increased availability and 
use of public transportation, and 
bicycle and pedestrian modes. 

Other recommendations are traffic 
volume and development monitor- 
ing and parking system manage- 
ment (including a fee for employee 
parking). 

The area included in the study is 
bordered on die north and east by 
Thalia Creek, on the south by Ed- 
win Drive and on the west by 
Witchduck Road. 

All of the recommended street 
improvements needs not be con- 
structed immediately, according to 
the report, and some may not been 
needed until beyond 2010. 

Pembroke, said Grimm, has the 
potential of becoming a significant 
activities center of die city. 



Beach Nourishment Plan Has Begun 



The beach nourishment program 
began with a small hopper dredge 
placing approximately 4,000 cubic 
yards on the beach per day. 

The city will receive 964,000 
cubic yards of sand through 
negotiations with the Slate of 
Maryland, the Commonwealth of 
Virginia and federal agencies. A 
second small dredge will be added 
around May 15 making it possible 
to place 8,000 to 10,000 yards of 
sand on the beach per day, and both 
small dredges will be replaced with 
a larger dredge around July 1, to 
place as much as 20,000 to 25,000 
cubic yards on the beach per day. 
Even so, it will take much of the 
summer to place all of the sand. 

The Corps of Engineers will pay 
for half the cost of beach placement 



over ocean dumping of the material 
and the State of Maryland will be 
paying the remaining costs. The 
total cost will be approximately $5 
million. 

The city will also save an addi- 
tional $800,000 because there will 
be no truck haul. 

To alert visitors to die impor- 
tance of the beach nourishment 
plan, the city is mounting an ag- 
gressive public information cam- 
paign. 

The Public Information Office 
and the Department of Convention 
and Visitor Development have de- 
veloped a communications and 
public relations plan on die project, 
dubbed "Big Beach," which will 
cost $39,855.

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Mounted Patrol Improving Efficiency Of Police Missions 
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The Honorable 

Meyera Oberndorf 



The Virginia Beach Police Department established a Mounted Patrol 
Unit on April 1, 1985. Its primary purpose was to upgrade police presence 
at the oceanfront during the tourist season. The horses were donated by cit- 
izens which greatly reduced the cost of implementing the program. Stables 
and training facilities were provided by Camp Pendleton. 

The three major advantages mounted officers have over patrol vehicles 
are mobility in heavy vehicular and pedestrian traffic, visibility, and posi- 
tive public relations. 

When the unit was first formed it was comprised of six patrol officers 
and one supervisor. In 1988 two additional patrol officers were added, and 
in 1988 two more officers were added to the unit bringing its strength to 
ten officers and one sergeant 

The Mounted Patrol has proven to be an invaluable tool during the 
summer months at the oceanfront, and at major shopping centers from 
November to January. It has also been used very effectively to address spe- 
cific crime problems in high density neighborhoods as they are identified 
by the Crime Analysis Unit 

The unit works from 7 p.m. to 3 a.m. from May through October in the 
resort area. Mobility allows the unit to patrol the entire beachfront from

uie beach to the boardwalk to Atlantic Avenue. Mounted officers can arrest, 
control, search, and handcuff most prisoners without having to dismount! 
After making an arrest, prisoners are simply walked to a transport vehicle. 
The transport officer then conveys the prisoner to the precinct. Because 
of their mobility, mounted officers often arrive at the precinct before the 
transport vehicle. 

A small holding facility has been constructed behind the second precinct 
to house the horses while the officers complete their paperwork. 

By promotion of innovative patrol techniques, the Mounted Patrol has 

nearly tripled its arrests and cases handled since 1987. Over 1,500 arrests 

were made and summonses written by the unit in 1988. This compares to 

just over 500 in 1987.

White House Says Schools Are Still Standing

Secretary of Education Laura F. Cavazos said recently at a press confer- 
ence where he announced his report card on the nations' schools that, "We 
are standing still. And the problem is that it's been this way for three years 
in a row. We cannot be satisfied with mediocrity, and so it's time to turn 
things around." Cavazos said the situation is "a disaster that we must turn 
around." 

He claimed that more money is not the answer and said that urging more 
homework, higher standards and a more aggressive role by parents in their 
children's education were needed to solve the problems of die schools. 

Mary Hatwood Futrell, president of the National Education Association, 
responded, "It is sad to hear the same rhetoric that money alone is not the 
answer. If we are calling for improved performance, then we are all going 
to have to accept the responsibility of identifying* the fiscal and physical 
resources necessary to turn things around." NEA has criticized President 
Bush for announcing that he would be the education president and then not 
providing the leadership and financial resources necessary to improve the 
nation's school systems. _ ' 

What has been the history of federal spending on education? The federal 
share of our nation's educational bill has declined from 9.2 percent in FY80 
to 6.3 percent in FY89. At the same time, the percentage of the federal 
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budge spent on education has fallen from 2.5 percent in FY79 to 1.7 per- 
cent in FY89. 

How do teachers feel when the Secretary of Education tells them that 
they, and their students, are standing still? How do they react when they are 
told that all they need to do is assign more homework, set higher standards 
and give parents choice of where they send their children to school? Were

From Mother Goose To Mother Theresa - Mother's Day m9

Although a mother has one of the most important jobs in the world, no 
formal training is required and there is no financial reward. Her renumera- 
tion is the love and care she receives from her children. 

Since ancient times, people have honored the Earth Mother and mother- 
hood. In England, a Mid -Lent Sunday was set aside as "Mothering Sun- 
day," a time for young people who had moved away to return to visit and 
present their mothers with rich plum cakes, known as "mothering cakes." 

The word "mother" has always held special meaning. The Motherland is 
one's country of origin. We call England our Mother Country. A Mother 
Church is the original church from which others have sprung. Alumni refer 
to their college as Alma Mater - "foster mother." 

Ironically, the woman who initiated Mother's Day in America was never 
herself a mother. In fact, the ceremony she started was to honor her mother 
who had died several years earlier. Anna M. Jarvis was bom on May 1, 
1864. She was deeply attached to her mother, Anna Reese Jarvis, a minis- 
ter's daughter who had taught Sunday School for over twenty years in a 
Methodist Church in Grafton, West Virginia. 

Soon after her mother died on May 9, 1905, in Philadelphia, Anna 
became concerned over what she considered neglectful treatment of mothers 
by their adult children. As she continued to grieve over her own loss, she

was determined to hold a special service in memory of her mother. The 
first Mother's Day observance was held on May 10, 1908, in two 
simultaneous church services; one if Grafton, West Virginia and the other, 
in Philadelphia. 

For that observance, Anna provided white carnations, her mother's fa- 
vorite flower, and the floral emblem of motherlove because of its sweet- 
ness, purity and endurance. At the close of the service, a white carnation 
was given to each person present as an appropriate souvenir of Mother's 
Day. Later, red carnations became the symbol of a living mother and white 
ones were worn for a mother who had died. 

Then Anna started a letter writing campaign to enlist ministers, busi- 
nessmen and congressmen to support her project. The first Mother's day 
proclamation was issued by the governor of West Virginia in 1910. By the 
next spring, there was not a state in the Union that did not have an obser- 
vance and it was being celebrated in a number of other countries as well. 

In May 1913, the House of Representatives unanimously adopted a

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Kempsville Greens Residents Ask Council To Rescind Plan 



Approximately 100 Kempsville 
Greens residents have asked city 
council to rescind a change in the 
plan for the planned development 
(PDH2) approved administratively 
two years ago by Panning Director 
Robert Scott. 

Council, however, deferred for at 
least a week any action on the re- 
quest until the city attorney's office 
could research the matter to deter- 
mine whether the Dragas Compa- 
nies, which had requested the 
change have vested rights in the 
property and what steps the city can 
take legally to resolve the matter. 

The community surrounds the 
Kempsville Greens Golf Course 
which is owned by the city. The 
property was developed by R.G. 
Moore but parcels have been sold to 
various developers inducing the 
Gemini Builders, Inc., trading as 
the Dragas Companies and owned 
by Mark and George Dragas. 

The residents complained that the 
revision, granted in May of 1987, 
was substantial and should have 
been considered by city council 



with a public hearing process in- 
stead of administratively. They said 
that they knew nothing about the 
revision at the time it was mad and 
that they purchased their homes on 
the basis that the original plan 
would be followed. Among those 
who purchased their homes after the 
revision, they said they were not 
told of the changes. 

The revised plan permits two- 
story condominium structures 
(townhomes) to be constructed in 
place of four-story and six-story 
condominiums. Although the over- 
all density has been reduced from 
254 to 202, the loss in open space 
changes the nature of the develop- 
ment, the residents maintained. The 
construction is so close to the golf 
course, they said, that the fairways 
may have to be shortened. The 
residents produced pictures to show 
how golf balls made indentations in 
the aluminum siding of the Dragas 
homes. 

Dragas later got variances from 
the Board of Zoning Appeals (BZA) 
to allow construction of storage 



sheds and fencing within the set- 
back areas. 

The Kempsville Greens Civic 
League and Harold B. Booterbaugh, 
whose home is right on the golf 
course, field for an injunction 
against Gemini Builders, Inc., 
pleading that the property owners 
were adversely affected by the deci- 
sion of the Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals. The plaintiffs claimed that 
the BZA did not have jurisdiction in 
the matter. Circuit Court Judge 
Calvin Spain in March of this year 
found that the plaintiffs did not 
pursue the remedies available by 
law and that they are barred by the 
Statue of Limitations. The court 
also found that the BZA had the 
power and jurisdiction to grant set- 
back variances. 

Thomas Hansen, vice president 
of the Dragas Companies, charged 
that the civic league brought the 
matter to council as a "desperate, 
last minute attempt to reverse a 
lawful process." 

William Rockwell, president of 
the Civic League, said residents 



were concerned about the future 
damage to the golf course. He said 
that one fairway has already been 
reduced from a Par 4 to a Par 3. He 
also pointed out that the real danger 
may lie in liability which may be 
the city's as owner of the golf 
courses. He said that rescinding the 
Planning Department decision and 
returning to the original concept for 
the community would not jeopar- 
dize anyone. Dragas, he said, can 
develop four-story condos. 

Booterbaugh asked how the plan 
could be changed without coming 
back to council. Dragas has already 
completed some of the construction 
under the revised plan. However, 
Booterbaugh said, it's not too late 
to stop further construction. 

Hansen said that the resident of 
the larger Kempsville Greens com- 
munity did not want to be subjected 
to the stigma of a public dispute. 
He said that he did not want to see 
the efforts put in the project lost 
because of a golf ball problem. He 
said that Dragas looked at the 

situation "as a problem with a 



solution." 

Hansen said that if the revised 
plan had not been approved the 
company would not have purchased 
the property. He said that Dragas 
learned that Moore could not market 
the four-story condos. Three 
months after the revised plan was 
approved, Dragas purchased the 
property, he said. 

Hansen said that the residents 
should have come before council a 
long time ago, but that they came 
now because they lost in court 

Kempsville Councilman John D. 
Moss said that the builders and 
civic league seem to be at an im- 
passe. He said that he had been 
working with the groups for 
months. 

He also asked acting City Attor- 
ney Kevin Cosgrovc whether city 
had the option to rescind the 1987 
decision. 

Cosgrovc said that he was not in 
a position to advise council then, 
but that he would have the appro- 
priate information within a week. 

councilwoman Reba McClanan 



recalled a similar situation in Green 
Run, when council had said that a 
change in the plans would have to ' 
come back to council. "I am posi- 
tive council said this was not to be 
done again." 

Moss said that the density is 
lower but that the land use is a big 
change. "The problem is how to 
legally correct it. While we may 
not agree with Scott's decision, it 
was not altered at the time." 

Although the city has eliminated 
PDH2 from its ordinances, Mc- 
Clanan' pointed out that the city 
still has planned developments out 
there. 

Booterbaugh said that the resi- 
dents' biggest concern is delay. He 
said that the residents fought a los- 
ing battle on the setbacks. "If we 
delay again, work will go on and 
the builder will have a vested inter- 
est." He said that the residents never 
heard about the Dragas request for 
revision - not until the company 
applied for a setback variance. He 
said that if the matter is delayed, 
Dragas will have houses up there in 
a month.

Civil War Re-enactment Held At The Lynnhaven House

The loud crack of rifle fire was 
heard recently in the area surround- 
ing Wishart road. It was a sound 
reminiscent of 127 years ago as the 
third Virginia Infantry-Company A 
held a re-enactment on and around 
the grounds of the historic 
Lynnhaven House. 

The original Company A - third 
Virginia was comprised of soldiers 
from the southside of Tidewater, 
nicknamed the Dismal Swamp 



Rangers. These men fought gal- 
lantly at Williamsburg, Gaines 
Mills, Frayser's Farm, Sharpsburg, 
Fredricksburg, Gettysburg and Five 
Forks. 

The present regiment is a 
historical re-enactment group based 
on the original third Virginia. The 
primary function of the regiment is 
to provide the viewing public with 
a living history and re-enactment of 
the life of a soldier in the 
Confederate Army. Over the week- 
end, both men and women of the 
group camped overnight, cooked 
their own meals and held drills as 



they would have over one hundred 
years ago. 

For Saturday's events, they were 
portraying April 1862, a time when 
Princess Anne County was still in 
Confederate hands. Mock drills and 
battles kept the men busy while the 
ladies stayed at the campsite cook- 
ing and sewing. Approximately 30 
members of the regiment were on 
hand to answer questions and 
demonstrate the lifestyle during that 
period in American history. 

The Lynnhaven House, nearly 
300 years old and only a musket 
hall throw away from modern 



America, stands quietly for thou- 
sands of visitors a year. Now owned 

by the Association for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiqui- 
ties, the historic attraction is open 
from mid- April through October. 
Times are Tuesday through Sunday 
noon to 4 p.m. and it is closed on 
Mondays.

first aid training to their nighttime 
employees. Trained employees will 
then have the opportunity to be 
daytime rescue squad volunteers. 

The Lillian Vernon Corporation, 
which has a large contingent of 
night shift personnel, scheduled a 
First Responders course for their 
employees, sponsored by the city's 
Emergency Medical Services. 
Nineteen Lillian Vernon night shift 
employees signed up for the 6- 
week, 60-hour course and now are 
certified First Responders. They re- 
ceived training in cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR), first aid, 
treatment of fractures and oxygen 
therapy. 

Virginia Beach's Public Safety 
Analyst William S. Kiley who 
taught the course, said, "Lillian 
Vemon had a desire to train their 
personnel in injury prevention, how 
to treat people on the scene, and 
even how to save a life. With this 
training, Lillian Vernon has estab- 
lished a First Aid Brigade among 
their employees. There is what we 
call a 'golden hour' in a trauma sit- 
uation which means we may have 
only one hour to save a life. Hav- 
ing a trained person on the premises 
can make the difference between life 
and death." 

In a ceremony held recently at the ' 
Lillian Vernon Corporation, Vice 
Mayor Robert Fentress and Assis- 
tant City Manager Giles Dodd pre- 
sented certificates to the graduates. 
In remarks to the class, Dodd said, 
"Yours is not a thankless job. 
There is a critical need for people 
like you. The sacrifice of hours you 
make will return to you ten fold 
through the gratitude of the com- 
munity." 

Several graduates have already 
made the decision to continue their 
training and become a part of local 
rescue squad teams. 

A common theme runs through 
the comments of those who took 
the First Responders course - a de- 
sire to help others. 

"My motivation in taking the 
course was to help people," said 
Lucita Concepcion. "Some nursing 
courses I took convinced me that I 
like to lake care of people," she 

added. 

A former Emergency Medical 
Technician, Chris Jones took the 
First Responders course to be re- 
certified. "Not enough people want 
to help out these days," he said. 
"People don't want to get involved. 
Most of them won't even stop on 
the road if there's an accident. I 
want to be able to do something to 
help," he added. 

Linda Trueblood echoes those 
sentiments. "Blood doesn't scare 
me. I can handle it. It bothers me 
that a lot of people don't want to 
help out. Becoming a part of the 
rescue squad is my way of making a 
contribution," she said. 

"My dad is very active with the 
American Red Cross," said R. 
George Burt who got involved in 
the First Responders course through 
the influence of his father. "He 
works with major companies by 
teaching CPR to their employees. 
Watching him over the last few 
years encouraged me to become a 
part of this program," he added.

and Regulatory Oversight subcom- 
mittee.

Carnita Powell signed up for the 
course because it sounded interest- 
ing. "I used to do private duty work 
in a hospital. I enjoy being in the 
medical field," she said. "The train- 
ing was very enjoyable and I learned 
a lot," she added. 

"What impressed me most was 
that the students gave of their own 
time for this training," said Charlie 
Scribner, the Occupational Health 
Nurse/Safety coordinator for Lillian 
Vernon Corporation. "Of the sixty 
hours, only thirty were on company 
time. The other thirty came out of 
the workers' free time. They were a 
very supportive, very enthusiastic 
group," she added. 

"The students were eager and they 
were willing to take risks," added 
Kiley. "Lillian Vernon paid for the 
books, but if they did not pass the 
course, they had to pay for the 
books themselves." 

The Director of Emergency Med- 
ical Services for Virginia Beach, 
Bruce Edwards, said "The Lillian 
Vernon Corporation shines out as 
the one organization that spear- 
headed this pilot program. They are 
highly supportive of the all-volun- 
teer rescue service." 

"Virginia Beach has the only all- 
volunteer rescue service among the 
top 200 most populous cities in the 
United States. This is possible only 
because of the commitment of both 
individuals and organizations within 
the city. I hope other companies 
will follow Lillian Vernon's exam- 
ple by providing training for their 
employees," Edwards added. 

"It's a win-win situation for both 
the companies who participate as 
well as the City of Virginia Beach," 
remarked Kiley. "The companies 
have well trained personnel and the 
city gets the spinoff of potential 
rescue squad volunteers. No one can 
lose." 

Vice Mayor Fentress emphasized 
the tremendous savings volunteers 
bring to Virginia Beach. "Last year, 
volunteers ranging from clerical 
workers to substance abuse coun- 
selors to rescue squad attendants 
contributed over 663,000 hours of 
service, resulting in a savings for 
the city of close to $6 million." 

In the mid 1940's, emergency 
medical services began in Virginia 
Beach with one old Army field am- 
bulance. Today there are 1 1 rescue 
squads and over 600 volunteer 
members who staff 27 advanced life 
support equipped ambulances, seven 
crash trucks, eight rapid response 
zone cars, five boats, a surf rescue 
team and a diving team. Last year 
the teams responded to over 21 ,000 
calls for services. 

The Lillian Vernon Corporation 
opened its national distribution 
center in Virginia Beach last year. 
The 454,000-square-fool building is 
located on a SO-acre site in the 
Oceana West Industrial Park. A to- 
tal of 500 full time and 500 sea- 
sonal employees are on staff. 



seniors and students, may be ob- 
tained by any chorale member or at 
the Pavilion Box Office.

from September through May. 
Murtland said the group is com- 
prised mostly of women, but there 
are several male members. She 
added that they are always in need of 
male singers and auditions are held 
each fall. 

"Basically it is a civic group. 
We're always looking for good 
singers," she said. 

Aside from the bi-annual con- 
certs, the chorale also makes ap- 
pearances at the Harbor Club in 
Norfolk at Christmas time and they 
are preparing for a benefit concert at 
the Mary Ellen Cox Day Care 
Center for Adults. 

'The Virginia Beach Chorale has 
been a vital part of the culture in 
community. We have a loyal fol- 
lowing. We provide the kind of 
music many choruses don't We fill 
the niche of light classical and 
secular music," Murtland said.

resolution requesting the president, his Cabinet, members of the Congress 
and all federal officials to wear a white carnation on Mother's Day. The 
following year, a resolution provided that the second Sunday in May be 
designated Mother's Day and President Wilson issued a Proclamation call- 
ing on all people in the nation to express love and reverence for the moth- 
ers of our country. 

I have fond memories of Mother's Day services while a teenager in 
Richmond. A wealthy member of our church always provided red and white 
carnations for everyone, even the youngsters, on that day. My sisters and I 
were proud to wear a red carnation, indicating our love for our living 
Mother. This tradition continues in only a few places today. 

Inevitably, a day which had begun as a religious service soon expanded 
into a secular observance, which now includes the giving of flowers, cards 
and gifts. Anna Jarvis could never accept the "commercialism" which she 
felt dishonored the intent of the special day. Few would agree. Today's ob- 
servances are not so somber, but are warm and joyful in spirit, and still 
honor mothers. 

Because a child is bonded to its mother in one of the most basic of love 
relationships, Mother's Day has become an international celebration. Al- 
though it is a time to show our love for our own mothers, it is also a time 
to reflect on other famous mothers of history, legend, art and music. 

Since its first exhibition in London in 1872, Whistler's portrait of his 
mother has circled the globe. It was brought to the United States for a 
Chicago Exposition in 1934, and that same year appeared on a U.S. com- 
memorative stamp, now a collector's item. Today, one woman is consid- 
ered an international mother. Mother Theresa is one to whom filial 
affection and respect are shown by people throughout the world. She is 
loved universally. 

In a lighter vein, the mothers of nursery rhymes should not be taken as 
role models. Mother Goose was the pretended author of a collection of 
nursery rhymes, published in London around 1760. Consider "The Old 
Woman Who Lived in a Shoe," who was certainly an unfit mother. In fact, 
she might have been hauled into court today. She was ignorant of birth 
control, neglected proper feeding of the children, and could be charged with 
child abuse. 

Mother Hubbard was a character in a nursery rhyme written in 1805 by 
the English writer, Sarah C. Martin. This mother is remembered only for 
the garb she wore in the old illustrations. 

A "mother hubbard" is a loose shapeless gown, similar to some modern 
clothes, but not a style favored by many of today's mothers. 

But there have been a multitude of beautiful tributes paid to mothers in 
prose and poetry. From Proverbs, "Her children arise and call her blessed." 
From a poem by William Ross Wallace come these famous lines, "For the 
hand that rocks the cradle. Is the hand that rules the world." 
Lyrics by Rida Johnson Young epitomize our respect for all mothers. 
"Sure I love the dear silver that shines in your hair, and the brow that's 
all furrowed, and wrinkled with care. I kiss the dear fingers, so toil-worn 
for me, Oh, God bless you and keep you. Mother Machree." 

Finally, as we remember our mothers this Sunday, we might thank 
them for the values they have taught us. As Henry Ward Beecher wrote in 
"Proverbs from Plymouth Pulpit," "The mother's heart is the child's 
schoolroom."

Naval Air Station (NAS) 
Oceana's newest aircraft hangar 
officially went into service during 
ribbon cutting ceremony. 

Commanding Officer Captain 
Michael N. Matton presented the 
keys for Hangar 1 1 1 to Captain 
William J. "Fox" Fallon who 
commands Medium Attack Wing 
One. Both captains and Rear 
Admiral Frederick L. Lewis, who 
commands Fighter Medium At- 
tack Airborne Early Warning 
Wings, Atlantic, cut the red- 
white -and- blue ribbon stretched 
across the hangar bay door. 

Built with an $8 million pric- 
etag, hangar construction took 
almost two and one-half years. 
The new hangar serving the 
medium attack aircraft commu- 
nity assigned to NAS Oceana is 
111,867 square feel. It becomes 
the home for five of the A-6 In- 
truder squadrons under Medium 
Attack Wing One's authority. 

Overseeing the construction 
project was assistant resident of- 
ficer in charge of construction 
(ROICC) Lieutenant (LT) David 
Emanuel, Deputy ROICC Jerry 



Haste and construction 
representative Dennis Cullen. 

The hangar incorporates the 
latest in structural technology, 
according to LT Emanuel. As a 
result, the Navy has achieved a 
cost savings in construction and 
the project was completed under 
budget

which win provide space for per- 
forming indoor maintenance work 
by A-6 squadrons attached to 
medium Attack Wing One. 

The hangar's steel truss, steel 
frame structure with concrete slab 
on grade provides approximately 
52,988 square footage of office 
and work center areas. 

The hangar is divided into three 
modules by means of two expan- 
sion joints that function 
independently. The hangar is de- 
signed to withstand peak wind 
gusts up to 115 miles per hour. 

Mechanical and electrical systems 
are concealed to avoid inconve- 
nient distractions to management 
personnel. 



An efficient conditioning sys- 
tem will provide cooling and 
heating powered by a 107 -ton 
McQuay air cooled chiller and 
steam generated from the station 
boiler plant, respectively. 

The hangar bay is equipped

Kids Needed 

80 To 90 Virginia Beach Families Seeking To Adopt A Child; Adoptive Children 
Living In Foster Homes

There are currently between 80 
and 90 Virginia Beach families 
waiting to adopt a child through the 
department of social services, but 
due to a lack of children, only 12 of 
them are placed with a family each 
year. 

"We have closed our intake ex- 
cept for special need and black chil- 
dren," said Gayle Simons, social 
work supervisor for the foster care 
treatment team and adoptions at the 
Virginia Beach Department of So- 
cial Services. 

She said couples are usually 
seeking to adopt infants, but the 
infant list will probably be closed 
for the next three years. Older, 
handicapped or black children, 
which are harder to adopt, are more 
easily accessible. 

Simons said social services does 
not receive many female children to 
be put up for adoption, but most 
families will settle for either male 
or female. 

"I haven't seen that many people 
who absolutely have to have a boy, 
but I've seen couples that abso- 
lutely have to have a girl," she 
added 

Simons said in many cases white 
couples are willing to adopt a black 
child and vice versa, but the agency 
prefers to place a child with a fam- 
ily of the same race. 

"We feel a child should have 
some connection with his culture," 
she added. 



Classified Kids 

As the demand for adoptive 
children increases in Virginia 
Beach, more and more desperate 
couples are choosing other alter- 
natives to obtain a child. Classi- 
fied ads, as found in The Virginia 
Beach Sun, are now a popular 
means of adopting a child. Al- 
though placing the ads is legal, 
the couples may be ultimately 
taking a risk. 

The following is an example 
of an adoption classified ad: 

ADOPTION: A loving couple 
unable to have children wish to 
adopt an infant. Expenses paid. 
Please call X and X collect at 
XXX-XXX-XXXX. 

According to Gayle Simons ot 
the Virginia Beach Department of 
Social Services, "It's not a risk I 
would take. We know of couples 
that have gone through that and 
it's gone sour." 



Most of the children 
who are up for adop- 
tion are currently in any 
of the 78 foster homes In 
Virginia Beach. 



There are certain standards that 
must be met before a couple can be 
approved for adoption. Both parents 
must be over 18 and married for at 
least one year. Then, a series of 
seven interviews takes place, one in 
the couples' home and the others at 
the agency. The interviews are live, 
supervised and videotaped. The 
agency questions the couple about 
their motivation to adopt, their 
marriage, community relationships, 
and parenting skills, 

"The state has certain safety and 
room requirements for children," 



Simons said. Consequently, they 
must take a physical and have a fire 
inspection for smoke detectors, fire 
extinguishers and a first aid kit. 

After the interviews have taken 
place, a study of the couple is writ- 
ten up and presented to the child re- 
sources team, which "deals with the 
adoption and foster care place- 
ments." If the team approves the 
couple, they will receive a certifi- 
cate and then a home study is made 
available to the agency so they can 
decide which child to place with the 
family. 

"From the beginning of the in- 
terviews to the end it takes about 
two months," Simons said. 

Most of the children who are up 
for adoption are currently in any of 
the 78 foster homes in Virginia 
Beach. Social services must termi- 
nate the child's parental rights be- 
fore he can be adopted. Simons said 
many of the children in foster 
homes are older and victims of child 
abuse or neglect. If the agency can 
not find relatives who are suitable 
to care for the child, they will ter- 
minate the parent's rights and put 
the child up for adoption. 

There are 178 children in foster 
care right now, although not all of 
them are available for adoption.

Former Mayor Robert Jones' $19.8 Million Libel 
Suit Against Landmark Communications, Inc. Dis- 
missed; Jones Said Judge Was Wrong

Former Mayor Robert G. Jones 
lost his $19.8 million libel suit 
against Landmark Communications 
Inc. last week when Chesterfield 
County judge, D.W. Murphey dis- 
missed it, ruling that Jones failed to 
prove he had been libeled by the 
newspapers. 

"This is a very significant case 
from the standpoint of the law, re- 
garding the defamation of public 
officials. As it stands, a public 
official is stripped of his rights 
when defamed by a newspaper. To 
me it's a serious cause. Why would 
private citizens come forward to 
serve in public office if they fear 
the unrestrained power of the 
press," Jones said. 

Jones sued The Virginian-Pilot 
and The Ledger-Star for alleged fal- 
sities, defamation of character and 
actual malice. The issue surfaced 
when an article concerning a letter 
sent to Jones' attorney, Stanley E. 
Sacks, was published in the named 
newspapers. The letter's contents 
were paraphrased in the story and 
Jones argued that the words used li- 
beled him, therefore damaging his 
reputation as a lawyer and respected 
member of the community. 

"I'm entitled to die rehabilitation 
of my reputation, my honor and my 
integrity," Jones said. "The court 
denied me that opportunity." 

"We're just pleased with the way 
it turned out," said the newspaper's 
managing editor Jim Raper. He 
would not comment when asked if 
the suit caused the papers to re-

evaluate their policy concerning the 
content of their editorials, cartoons 
and articles. 

The original trial date was set for 
June 12, but Murphey decided as a 
matter of law not to let Jones take 
his facts to a jury, according to 
Jones. 

"It was a very remarkable deci- 
sion in light of our pleading and the 
facts we developed. I think the 
judge was wrong on the law," said 
Jones. 

Murphey was called in to handle 
the case because all local circuit 
court judges disqualified themselves 
from the case because Jones al- 
legedly confronted them and led 
them to believe that his support of 
a proposed judicial center would 
hinge on his appointment as the 
city's commissioner of accounts. 

"I don't know if another judge

Skin cancers, especially those 
caused by overexposure to the sun, 
are an epidemic in this country and 
Virginia Beach is not excluded. 

Although the area's exact statis- 
tics are not reportable. Dr. Arnold 
Oppenheim, local dermatologist 
said, "The rate is increasing some- 
what, although Virginia Beach is 
not one of the worst areas in the 

country since the sun is not as 
strong as Florida or New Mexico." 

The most common type of skin 
cancer begins with the basal cell, 
which is at the bottom layer of the 
epidermis where the skin cells are 
made. There are 500,000 to 
600,000 cases of this type of cancer 
reported in the United States each 
year. Although Oppenheim said 
basal can easily be cured, "it can 
deform and disfigure" if not treated. 

The cancerous basal cell appears 
as a sore or ulceration that doesn't 
heal and will look pearly with 
small blood vessels on top. The 
sores appear mostly on sun exposed 
areas such as the face and cars and 
"can be fairly large," sometimes the 
size of a silver dollar. 

If basal is not treated it may form 
a large scar, but the cancer is cur- 
able through in-office procedures. 
For 15 minutes and approximately 
$120, Oppenheim said basal can be 
removed or scraped out with a 
curette and then elecuo-dcssicatcd. 

"There is a type of cream you can 
treat some kinds of basal cells 
with," Oppenheim added. 

Malignant melanoma, a more 
serious form of skin cancer, can 
spread to the lymph nodes and 
lungs if not detected, although it is 
curable if found at an early stage. 
Found mostly on the back and legs, 
melanoma is most common with 
the 20 to 40 age group. 

According to a press release from 
the American Cancer Society, "By 
die year 2000, it is expected that 
one in every 90 Americans will de- 
velop melanoma in their lifetime 
and one in seven will have some 
form of skin cancer." 




Overexposure to the sun may 
cause skin cancer. 

Oppenheim said blondes, red- 
heads and those with fair skin are 
more likely to develop skin cancer 
because "they have a very high 
rate." 

Melanoma, which may suddenly 
appear without warning, is always 
surgically removed. The severity of 
the sore can be detected by its as- 
symetry, color change, diameter and 
if the border is scalloped. 

According to Oppenheim, skin 
cancer can be prevented by using

suncreens with a Sun Protection 
Factor (SPF) of at leist 15, by 
avoiding peak sunlight hours, 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. when the sun is 
most intense, and by wearing pro- 
tective clothing.

During 
the luncheon a video address by 
President Bush will be featured on 
the importance of tourism to the 
U.S. and its localities. 

To close this week of activities, 
a ground breaking ceremony will 

take place on Thursday, May 18 for 
the "new" Visitor Information 
Center. The center which is a part 
of the Resort Improvements Project 
will be located at the base of Rt 44 
(expressway) between the Pavilion 
and the "new" Center for the Arts. 
When completed next year, it will 
provide a first-class facility at the 
gateway to the resort to serve the 
Virginia Beach visitors and resi- 
dents.

How's that again? Hovercraft? 
You mean like those things the 
Navy has? 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf never 
did say she was a boat person. Even 
so, she's become familiar with jet 
skis, water bikes, windsurfers and 
the more conventional craft which 
competes for the waters around 
Virginia Beach. 

But hovercraft? The last time she 
had to focus on hovercraft was 
when the military was bringing a 
few to Virginia Beach. Council 
didn't like the idea because of die 
noise, but the feds ^n out. 

Now here was someone who said 
he sold hover craft for recreational 
use. His hovercraft, however, is a 
scaled-down version with noise 
levels of 82 decibels which is 
within die EPA tolerance level. 

H. "Chip" Bruesde, owner of 
Beach Hovercraft Corp., was before 
council to say that he opposed a 
resolution requesting the Virginia 
Board of Game and Inland Fisheries 
to approve special regulations ap- 
plicable to local waters. 

One request of the city was to be 
allowed to restrict the operation of 
jet skis, water bikes and similar 
watercraft in the waters of Back 
Bay. Bruesde said that no study had 
been made to prove that jet skis 
were causing the erosion. Then he 
said he sells hovercraft and gives a 
three-hour course to all purchasers 
to make sure they operate the craft 
(which is airborne and skids over 
the water) right. Obemdorf wasn't 
the only one surprised and a little 
confused. What did this have to do 
with jet skis? Was a hovercraft a 
kind of jet ski? Obemdorf knew 
better but could hovercraft as she 
knew them be used as recreation? > 

Very few are in the area, Bristol 
said. Most of those he sells are in 
North Carolina. He termed exces- 
sive that another proposal, to limit 
the operation of any power-driven 
vessel within 300 feet of the shore- 
line of any lake or waterway to a 
speed no greater than steerage speed. 

Said Obemdorf, "I didn't even 
know they had hovercraft." 

"Some Saturday I'll give you a 
ride." Bruestle added that the craft 
travel 40 miles an hour. 

And she saw someone fall out, 
added Council woman Nancy Parker. 

Council passed the resolution 
with a few changes by a 9-0 vote. 
Council woman Reba McClanan and 
Councilman John L. Perry were 
absent. 

Council Albert Balko, who made 
die motion for approval, said that 
from the speakers he gathered there 
was a strong consensus that "we 
have to do something." The regula- 
tions were recommended by the 
Virginia Beach Recre- 
ational/Commercial Water Use 
Committee. 



The resolution requests the Board 
of Game and Inland Fisheries to 
adopt the following regulations: 

• Virginia Beach may declare it 
unlawful for any person operating 
any power-driven vessel within 
those waters commencing at the 
Number One green can entrance 
buoy southward through the Lesner 
Bridge Channel, including all spans 
of the Lesner Bridge, the 
Lynnhaven River Basin eastward 
and the Long Creek and Old Long 
Creek Channels and the Narrows to 
proceed at a greater than steerage 
speed. 

• Virginia Beach may limit the 
operation of any power-driven ves- 
sel within 300 feet or less of the 
shoreline of any lake or waterway 
to a speed no greater than steerage 
speed. 

•The city may restrict the opera- 
tion of jet skis, water bikes and 
similar water craft in those waters 
of Back Bay within the city. 

• The city may establish a 
throughway channel for the exclu- 
sive use of vessels traversing Broad 
Bay and Linkhom Bay, not to ex- 
ceed 150 feet in width where fish- 
ing, crabbing, anchoring, water 
skiing and jet skiing are prohibited 
and all cross traffic shall give way 
to vessel in transit 

Of the 14 persons who spoke on 
die issue, some were in favor of the 
resolution, some in favor of only 

part of die resolution and some op- 
posed it altogether. 

Said A.B. Crittenden, a Bay Is- 
land boat owner and an insurance 
adjuster, "The city must be able to 
better control the actions of the 
public and visitors on the water- 
ways this side of the Lesner Bridge. 
It's a nightmare." He said that docks 
are damaged by the wakes. 

Roy Neil presented a petition of 
62 property owners on Crystal Lake 
who are in favor of the measures. 

Johnny Johnson, however was 
opposed. He said the quality of life 
here is enhanced by the great variety 
of water activities. 

Herbert Dexter Barnes said that 
most of the damage comes from 
Mother Nature. He also said the he 
had not seen a single accident. 

Mike Kelly, speaking for the 
Virginia Beach Jet Ski Club, agreed 
with some of the proposals and op- 
posed others. He also recommended 
others - noise regulations and re- 
quiring all boats to slow down in 
no-wake areas. He said that the 
steerage speed should be required for 
boats within 100 feet of the shore- 
line rather than 300 since the larger 
distance would eliminate a number 
of waterways. 

Marion Goodman, who was a 
member of the committee making 
the recommendations, said that the 
resolution should be reworded. 



Council Gets Salary Raise 



The 40th Annual Virginia Beach- 
Chesapeake 4-H Livestock Show 
and Sale will be held Friday, May 
19 at the Chesapeake Jubilee.

Forty-nine beef cattle, 
79 hogs, 37 lambs and 25 ewes 
will be shown in 18 market and 
breeding classes and 14 fitting and 
showmanship classes between 9 
a.m. and 5:30 p.m. The animals are 
owned and raised by 4-H members 
as livestock projects. The show and 
sale is the culmination of their 
projects. 

A special feature of this year's 
event will be the observance of die 
40th Anniversary of the Virginia 
Beach - Chesapeake 4-H Livestock 
Show and Sale. Special showman- 
ship competition for alumni of die 
4-H livestock program will high- 
light anniversary activities at the 



Show. Dick Cockrell, retired Vir- 
ginia Beach extension agent and 
agriculture director, will adjudicate 
die alumni showmanship contest, 
which is set for 5 p.m. 

The auction sale of market cattle, 
hogs and lambs will begin at 7 
p.m. Local auctioneers Jack Peo- 
ples, Wesley Peoples, and Gene 
Daniels will take turns with the 
auctioneer's gavel. Money received 
from die sale is used by exhibitors 
to recover project expenses, which 
can run over $1,000. Profits often 
provide money for future livestock 
projects or college funds, said 
Baker.

With little discussion, city 
council approved $3,000 salary in- 
creases for themselves, boosting 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf s salary 
from $17,000 to $20,000 and the 
individual council members' salaries 
from $15,000 to $18,000. Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan and 
Councilman John L. Perry were 
absent. 

The salaries will be the highest 
permitted by the Code of Virginia 
for mayors and council members in 
cities with a population of 260,000 
and over. 

The ordinance setting the salaries 
states that the consumer price index 
has increased by 12.9 percent and 
the population by 18 percent since 
council's last salary increase in 
1985. 



The increase, the ordinance says, 
equals a 4.6 percent annual increase 
since 1985. 

The new salaries will go into ef- 
fect on July 1. 

Council also has requested in- 
formation on which expenses in- 
curred by council members are re- 
imbursable and which are not. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that reimbursable expense is 
not tax deductible so that council 
members who pay for these ex- 
penses out of their own pockets are 
not permitted to declare them tax 
deductible. 

"It works both ways for us," said 
Heischober. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said the whole subject needed a 
thorough airing.

Some people, the 
staff said, if suddenly confronted 
with a snake become disturbed. 
Similar complaints have been re- 



ceived regarding ferrets, small 
weasel-like animals, which are 
brought to the beach and boardwalk 
area. 

Pets will be permitted in the ar- 
eas, if under the control of a re- 
sponsible person, during die season 

between 7 p.m. and 9 a.m. the fol- 
lowing day.

Council also had bad news for all 
those Hiawathas out there. It added 
the bow and arrow to a list of 
weapons the discharging of which 
is forbidden north of the "Green 
Line" except within an archery 
range with well-defined boundaries. 

Hence the bow and arrow joins 
the ranks of firearms, airguns and 
slingshots.

It is important for all citizens to work together to conserve our limited 
natural resources. As Mayor of Virginia Beach, I have proclaimed 1989 as 
the Year of Conservation of Natural Resources. 

Virginia Beach is participating in several recycling programs that arc 
aimed at conserving natural resources, reducing dependence on land filling of 
waste, and reducing collection and disposal costs. The city has available 
newspaper recycling bins at all public schools. This program provides direct 
revenue to the public schools while saving on collection and disposal costs 
to our taxpayers. It takes over 4,900 trees to print the Sunday edition of The 
Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star each week and one ton of newspaper uses up 3.3 
cubic yards of landfill space. This program also is important to educate our 
young children about the need to recycle. 

The city of Virginia Beach is a member of the Southeastern Public Ser- 
vice Authority. This public agency is directly responsible for assuring the 
most economical methods of disposal of solid waste in the Hampton Roads 
area. Virginia Beach is working with the Southeastern Public Service Au- 
thority on a pilot program of door-to*door recycling that began in early 
May. 1 ,200 homes in the city are participating in this program to recycle 
aluminum, glass, plastic, and newspapers. 

I am very proud that Virginia Reach is a leader in a very unique recycling

project recently dedicated at Mount Trashmore II. This project is a Methane 
Gas Recovery Plant that extracts methane gas that is naturally generated 
from decomposing garbage in a landfill and is turning this gas into electric- 
ity for use by Virginia Power. This project will generate several thousand 
dollars in revenue to the city each month. The methane plant was con- 
structed and will be operated solely with the private funds. In addition, this 
project will help contribute to improving the environment by lessening the 
detrimental impact on the otffjnc layer. 

Virginia Beach and the Southeastern Public Service Authority are work- 
ing together to evaluate other methods of recycling, such as mulching of 
yard debris. We always attempt to be a leader and innovator in cost benefi- 
cial projects and I am proud that recycling programs are under way in Vir- 
ginia Beach.

A Declaration Of Rights By The Good People Of Virginia 




As the nation begins to focus its attention on the bicentennial of the Bill 
of Rights, Virginians should re-examine the document which became the 
blue print. It was written in May of tfl6 and remains a part of our state 
constitution. 

The man responsible for the wording was not on time for the opening 
sessions of the Virginia convention. In fact, he did not arrive until May 17, 
too late to hear the debate on independence or to vote on that motion which 
passed two days earlier. 

George Mason also missed the parade of Virginia soldiers and the ap- 
plause of the people of Williamsburg as the Virginia resolution for inde- 
pendence was read. Nor was he present to join his fellow delegates as they 
drank the inevitable patriotic toasts that, evening. It was reported that on that 
occasion they limited themselves to a total of three, instead of the usual 13! 

Edmund Pendleton, president of the convention, had already appointed the 
committee to prepare the state constitution and a declaration of rights. For- 
tunately, he decided to add the late arrival, George Mason, who proved to be 
the principal participant in the work. 

In just ten days, on May 27, Mason provided a draft of the Virginia Dec- 
laration of Rights to the full conventidh. A copy was promptly dispatched 
by Thomas Ludwell Lee to his brother, Richard Henry Lee, in Congress in

Philadelphia, even before it was formally adopted on June 12. 

This famous document, from which Jefferson apparently drew his opening 
lines in the Declaration of Independence, and upon which Madison based the 
federal Bill of Rights, opens with these words, "A Declaration of Rights, 
made by the good people of Virginia, assembled in full convention; and rec- 
ommended to posterity as the basis and foundation of government." 

The roots of American law rest in the English magna carta, drawn up in 
1 215 by a small group of English barons who wanted their rights recognized 
by the king. Mason, like most leaders in the colonies was familiar with this 
document and with the thinking of the great philosophers about the dignity 
and worth of the individual. His education by private tutors and by reading 
some 1,500 books in his lawyer uncle's library had prepared him for his fu- 
ture role. 

Although never licensed as an attorney himself, he was called in as a no- 
tably competent counsel on questions of public law throughout his life.

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Council's New Fees Add $700,000 Jo General Fund 



City council has adopted a new 
development-related fee structure 
that will bring an addition 
$700,000 into the General Fund. 

The fees, approved by a 6-3 vote 
of council, were established for the 
1989-90 fiscal year in a proposal 
presented by City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr. as a compromise with 
proposals by the Tidewater Builders 
Association (TBA). 

The alternate or compromise 
proposal reduced projected revenues 
by $100,000 which in turn reduced 
from $400,000 to $300,000 the 
appropriation for the Economic 
Development contingency account 
in the 1989-90 Operating Budget. 

The overall budget, approved on 
second reading, also had to be re- 
duced by $100,000 to reflect the 
changes, to $589,760,684. 

Although members of the build- 
ing and business communities of 
the city opposed the fee increases, 
because, they said, the fees would 
discourage building and commercial 
activity in the city, they apparently 



found the alternative acceptable. 
Also, council deferred until June 5 
consideration of a water and sewer 
inspection fee increase to which 
builders particularly objected. 
Council members said they wanted 
more information on the fees. 

The original increase proposed 
was from two percent of the esti- 
mated construction cost to five per- 
cent of the cost or $40 an hour for 
site inspections. The TBA sug- 
gested two percent or $22 an hour 
for site inspections while the alter- 
nate proposal was for 2.2 percent or 
$30 an hour for site inspections. 
Re-inspections would cost $40 an 
hour under both the TBA and staff 
proposals. 

Councilman John D. Moss tried 
unsuccessfully to get approval for 
the original fee proposals. He said 
that residents contribute 80 percent 
of the real estate tax revenues now, 
a continuing expense, while the 
fees are a one-time expense. He said 
that the citizens for a long time 
have been disproportionately shar- 



ing the expense of government. 

Supporting Moss in the 6-3 vote 
were Mayor Meyera Oberndorf and 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker. 

In establishing the new fees, the 
first in ten years, the city intends to 
recover a greater portion of the cost 
of providing services. Even so, the 
average recovery from all fees was 
just 45 percent under the original 
proposal for the 1989-90 fiscal 
year. 

The TBA recommendations 
would provide for $483,000 addi- 
tional revenues (versus $700,000) 
and a 39 percent recovery. 

Further increased during subse- 
quent budget years are expected to 
bring the recovery closer to the 
city's cost. 

Watts said that the reduction in 
fee increases for water and sewer 
inspections may have some impact 
on water and sewer rates in the fu- 
ture. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that it "troubles me that Vir- 
ginia Beach is perceived as a city 



that talks about economic develop- 
ment but does not actually like 
economic development." He said 
that the staff had undertaken a fine 
study which has taken years to do 
although he was not familiar wit 
its being done. He said that the c/ty 
is attempting to make up ten 
of fees in one bold step. It #cms 
rather unfair. It's wise to adopt the 
alternate proposals presented by the 
city manager, he said, and to defer 
the water and sewer inspection fees 
for further discussion. 

Steve Magula, president of the 
TBA, said that the building com- 
munity is prepared to pay its fair 
share, but that it can't support the 
original fees proposed. He said the 
TBA supported the alternate sched- 
ule and the deferral of both the 
Public Works and Public Utilities 
inspection fees. 

R. Dean Lee, chairman of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce - Virginia Beach, said 
that the next two years is a critical 
time for the beach when it will be

jnomic development will be 

fatively impacted. With the fees, 

said, the city will be creating the 
wrong impression about doing 
business in Virginia Beach. 

He said that Virginia Beach will 
have the reputation as willing but 
not too anxious to attract new 
business. He said he was deeply 
concerned about the reaction of 
business prospects. He said that 
significant expansion of fees is go- 
ing in the wrong direction and will 
result in substantially higher devel- 
opment costs than other Hampton 
Roads cities with which Virginia 
Beach must compete. He said the 
alternate was an acceptable, reason- 
able compromise. 

Lee said that Virginia Beach has 
the highest land costs in the area 
and the fees would be "adding an- 
other straw." 

Moss said that the city should be 
given a lilde credit "for what we do 
for business." He cited $75 million 



for roads in the central business 
district. 

Henley said she respected Moss's 
position and would vote for his 
motion if the $100,000 reduction 
were going to affect something in 
the budget other than the Economic 
Development fund. She said, how- 
ever, that a lot is to be said for the 
fact that the business community 
has worked for a compromise and 
since the original intent was for the 
increases to be two-tiered, the 
council can still raise the fees next 
year. 

The alternate proposal was 
adopted by the 6-3 vote with Moss, 
Oberndorf and Parker dissenting. 

Several fees were not changed in 
the alternate proposal although the 
TBA proposed changes. They are 
the subdivision variance fee, from 
$75 to $385; Wetlands for coastal 
and primary sand dune (CPSD) re- 
applications, from nothing to the 
same as an original application; and 
requests for approval after the fact,

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Prior to his drafting of the Virginia Declaration of Rights, he had often 
written on constitutional questions. 

His open letter of June 6, 1 766, to a committee of London merchants 
summarized the mood of the colonists in the delicate balance between loy- 
ally and independence. His first major stale paper, written in 1773, con- 
cerned Virginia's claims lo the Northwest Territory. The next year, follow- 
ing the Boston Port Act, he wrote the Fairfax Resolves, which led to the 
creation of the Fairfax Independent Company of volunteers. 

Since it was his "Extracts from the Virginia Charters" that had convinced 
Virginians of their sovereignty over the western lands, Mason could, to 
some extent, take credit that the boundaries established in the Treaty of Paris 
of 1783 did not stop at the Ohio. Later, he sketched the plan for the cession 
by Virginia of these lands to the new United States. 

The first section of the Virginia Declaration, in Mason's handwriting, 
concerns equality and the rights of men. 'That all men arc by nature equally 
free and independent and have certain inherent rights, of which, when they 
enter into a state of society, they cannot, by any compact, deprive or divest 
their posterity; namely, the enjoyment of life and liberty, with the means of 
acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing and obtaining happiness and 
safety." 

Section two identifies the people as the source of power. "That all power 
is vested in, and consequently derived from, the people that magistrates are 
their trustees and servants, and at all times amenable to them." The rest of 
the 16 sections may be found in your branch library. 

Although his interests were far-ranging, the longest journey George Ma- 
son ever look from his Fairfax County home, Gunston Hall, was to 
Philadelphia for the Constitutional Convention of 1787. Most remember 

that he refused to sign the document since it did not include a Bill of Rights, 
but he also refused because of his opposition to the institution of slavery. 
At the Virginia Ratifying Convention in June 1788, he stated, "such a trade 
is diabolical in itself and disgraceful to mankind." 

The constructive influence he exerted on the Constitution is often for- 
gotten. Yet he was one of the five most frequent speakers at the constitu- 
tional convention, and many of his ideas eventually prevailed. 

George Mason lived to see his beloved Commonwealth of Virginia make 
the Bill of Rights a part of the Constitution with its ratification of the first 
ten amendments on December 15, 1791. This "gentleman revolutionary" 
died the following year, content in the knowledge that he had helped shape 
the nation.

VBEA Report 
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Many of them are in group homes 
or treatment centers and will most 
likely be relumed to their original 
homes. 

Foster parents who wish to adopt 
their foster child must participate in 
training classes for six weeks if the 
child has been in their home for at 
least 18 months. Foster parents 
have to meet the same requirements 
as an adoptive home, but they only 
have to be interviewed three times. 
They receive a monthly payment 
from social services and the children 
receive Medicaid to cover any 
medical expenses. 

Simons said the other alternative 
to agency adoption is independent 
adoption, where the parental rights 
are not terminated, therefore giving 
the real mother the opportunity to 
change her mind. Couples who ad- 



vertise in newspapers for adoption 
usually pay the mother's medical 
expenses as well as some extra 
money for herself. 

She said couples who choose in- 
dependent adoption are usually very 
desperate and have undergone nu- 
merous tests and are still dealing 
with the frustrations of not being 
able to have their own children. 
Simons added that most of the 
children put up for adoption are 
born to very young mothers who 
want another family to take care of 
the child and love it like their own, 
or, to older mothers who already 
have enough children but had an 
unplanned pregnancy. 

"We have a need for more chil- 
dren. We try to place them when- 
ever they're available," Simons 
said.

however, was that each child has to understand - and understand clearly - the 
method that their family used in communicating with them. The family 
that communicated in sarcasm was then just as effective as the family that 
sets rules and established limits and provided consistent consequences for 

unacceptable behavior. While I understand the premise upon which that 
conclusion was based, it is difficult to affirm the truthfulness of that find- 
ing. 

Children have difficulty in their early years with sarcasm and in under- 
standing linguistic nuances. They learn in a literal fashion with inferential 
learning developing later. Supporting evidence can be seen with the popu- 
lar shows children watch on television. The appeal of shows such as 
Sesame Street is seen in its wonderful ability to blend action and literal 
meaning for young children with inferential information for older children. 

In an environment where children arc exposed to sarcasm or harsh works, 
the impact on their development is great. As they grow older, that becomes 
their frame of reference and they, in turn, learn to deal with others in an 
unkind way. We see it every day in school. Someone says something to 
someone else and a disagreement arises. We must learn effective and accu- 
rate ways of communicating with each other. So, when I see bumper 
suckers like the one I mentioned earlier, I gel concerned. I don't doubt the 
intent of humor, but I am concerned about the message conveyed. Let's 
remember, after all, that we are dealing with children who arc sensitive, 
developing human beings.

cook-outs, museums and arts and 
crafts. Group rates are usually 
available for these fun days. 

"It's a low cost way to do activi- 
ties with children on weekends," 
Savage said. "We have a lot of 
single parent fathers with custody 
of their children." 

Parents Without Partners' events 
are usually planned two months 
ahead and are announced in the or- 
ganization's monthly newsletter. 
There are approximately four meet- 
ings per month and the locations 
vary from members' homes to the 
Bow Creek Recreation Center. 

"We usually have something go- 
ing on every night of the month. 
You might have 70 to 80 
(members) at a dance, 20 to 30 at a 
house party and 1 5 to 20 at a Sun- 
day night discussion," Savage said. 

The organization functions on its 
$28 per month membership fees as 
well as the fee from its "Fun in the 



Sun" weekend held every July. 
PWP members from up and down 
the east coast pay $55 to $60 to 
stay at a Virginia Beach member's 
home for a weekend of dancing, a 
beach party, dinners and brunch. 
Parents Without Partners also holds 
dances open to the public, which 
includes an entrance fee. 

Savage said the members of the 
organization may either be sepa- 
rated, divorced, widowed or never 
married but have children. Some of 
their spouses have left them for 
someone else, they may have been 
in abusive situations or their 
spouse has passed away. She said 
all the members have been through 
different ordeals so they compare 
notes and comfort each other. 

"Someone in our own situation 
knows what we're going through. 
They tell each other to hang in 
there and provide support," Savage 
said. 



Magula had recommended that 
the wetlands permits issued after the 
fact be 50 percent of an original 
application.

The race, sponsored by the 
Creeds Ruritans as well as Brown, 
Arris & Langhorne Insurance 
Agency, Wall lo Wall Carpet and 
the Crawford House, costs $7 to 
enter.

Beach Nourishment 
Plan Has Begun 

The beach nourishment program 
began with a small hopper dredge 
placing approximately 4,000 cubic 
yards on the beach per day. 

The city will receive 964,000 
cubic yards of sand through 
negotiations with the Stale of 
Maryland, the Commonwealth of 
Virginia and federal agencies. A 
second small dredge will be added 
around May 15 making it possible 
to place 8,000 lo 10,000 yards of 
sand on the beach per day, and both 
small dredges will be replaced with 
a larger dredge around July 1, to 
place as much as 20,000 to 25,000 
cubic yards on the beach per day. 
Even so, it will take much of the 
summer to place all of the sand. 

The Corps of Engineers will pay 
for half the cost of beach placement 
over ocean dumping of the material 
and the State of Maryland will be 
paying the remaining costs. The 
total cost will be approximately $5 
million.

"We do have some uniqueness in 
our local community," he said, 
"Our rule of thumb is that they're 
available from Mother's Day to Fa- 
ther's Day. 

Last year's strawberry Festival 
consumed 1,200 strawberry pies, 
110 gallons of strawberry ice 
cream, 7,650 strawberry short 
cakes, 475 cans of whipped cream 
and 2,850 quarts of fresh strawber- 
ries.

Woodland Mosquitos Prevalent In Virginia Beach 
This Year; Problems Due To Rainy Weather

This year's April showers 
brought Virginia Beach more than 
just May flowers; they also brought 
with them an abundance of wood- 
land mosquitos. 

"This year we've had a problem 
with a woodland mosquito species 
because of the wet spring," said 
Dreda McCreary, biologist with the 
Virginia Beach Mosquito Control 
Commission. 

McCreary said mosquitos appear 
at the first sign of warm weather, 
which is usually in April, and stay 
until the beginning of October. The 
Salt Marsh mosquito usually ar- 
rives in great numbers, although 
right now it is still too early for 
them to appear. 

"We haven't really had a problem 
with them yet," McCreary said. 

There are 25 different types of 
mosquito species that inhabit Vir- 
ginia Beach and although each of 
them breed in different habitats, 
they still need standing water to lay 
their eggs. 

While some mosquito outbreaks 
in this area may be the result of salt 
marsh hatchings, many mosquitos 
breed in containers, flower pots, 
buckets, boats, bird baths and wad- 
ing pools found in backyards. 

"Some mosquitos that irritate 
people do breed around human 
dwellings," McCreary said. 

Presently, mosquitos can be 
found anywhere where there are 
wooded areas such as Seashore State 
Park and the city's southern part. In 
the middle of the summer, Mc- 
Creary said more species emerge, 
especially the Salt Marsh mosquito, 
and can be found in larger quantities > 
at Seashore State Park, Sandbridge 
and the Great Neck area. During the

hottest part of the summer, espe- 
cially after a heavy rain, mosquitos 
will lay eggs in temporary pools of 
water such as those on construc- 
tions sites. 

Mosquitos may carry and spread 
diseases such as malaria, yellow 
fever and cephalitis, but none of 
those diseases are currently present 
in Virginia Beach. The most com- 
mon disease spread by mosquitos is 
dog heart worm. 

"We encourage people to keep 
dogs on preventive medicine," Mc- 
Creary said, although "they prefer 
humans over animals." 

There are certain mosquitos that 
only bite amphibians and some that 
only bite birds, but all species are 
capable of transmitting disease. 

The commission is trying to 
limit the mosquito population by 
educating people through its Back- 
yard Inspection program. Six men 
go door to door providing residents 
with information on mosquito con- 
trol and inspect yards for breeding 
sites. The campaign was so suc- 
cessful last summer, Mosquito 
Control decided to expand the pro- 
gram for a second year. 

"It's educational. Most people 
don't know what they have back 
there. Our men get rid of the source 
before the mosquitos emerge," Mc- 
Creary said. 

She said the commission receives

Jack Brown 
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Prevent Mosquitos From 
Breeding In Backyards 

It's that time of year again when we will have to deal with 
mosquito bites that will leave us red and itching for days. 
Mosquitos are going to come out during the summer no matter 
what, but there are ways we can prevent them from breeding in 
our own backyards. 

If you wonder why the mosquitos seem to be in you back- 
yard on the night of your big cookout, take a look around your 
yard. Are there any old tires, flower pots, bird baths or con- 
tainers? If so, check them for water and you mjght find the root 
of the problem. Mosquitos breed in water during the warm 
summer months. 

Most people don't realize that by eliminating the standing 
water in their backyard, they can have an impact on the 
mosquito population in their neighborhood. Eliminate breeding 
sites by emptying standing water and keeping containers under 
cover. Drain wading pools and bird baths once a week since it 
takes about seven days for mosquitos to go from the egg to the 
adult stage. 

If the mosquito problem in your neighborhood becomes un- 
bearable, the Mosquito Control Commission will come out to 
your house and spray for you. It can be reached at 427-7470. It 
also provides a mosquito hotline with updates on the mosquito 
problem and where they can be found. Call the recorded mes- 
sage at 468-ITCH; it may prevent you from having to cover 
yourself with calamine lotion this summer. - K.L.D.

Teens Taught Mowing Safety 



Each year, hospital emergency 
rooms handle more than 60,000 in' 
juries related to power lawn mow- 
ing. Two-thirds of the accidents in- 
volve contact with the blade and 
may result in the loss of fingers and 
toes. Many other accidents occur 
when a stone or other object is 
picked up by the mower and hurled 
out the discharge chute into some- 
one's eye. 

That's why the American Red 
Cross and Briggs & Stratton Corp., 
have teams up to reduce the fright- 
ening number of these mishaps by 
offering a power mower safety 
course called, "Knowing Mowing." 
A course will be held Saturday, 
May 27 at 9 a.m. at the Red Cross 
office at 620 Village Drive, Hilltop 
West. 

A certified Red Cross volunteer 
instructor of the Tidewater Chapter, 
will lead the class. Mowers are 
maintained and provided by Aldridge

The program is a 90-minute 
training session for youngsters 12 
and up. The course includes' 
instructional material provided by 
the lawnmower manufacturer 
covering die "Do's and Don'ts" of 
handling a walk-behind power 
lawnmower. The first hour also 
teaches basic mower maintenance 
and first aid information. 

The last 30 minutes involves the 
students starting a lawnmower and 
maneuvering it through an obstacle 
course, which includes mowing 
around a bush and tree, along the 
side of a hill and across a paved 
sidewalk. 

Ruth Chilldres, director of Health 
and Safety Services for the chapter 
said mat according to the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, children between the 
ages of 12 and IS are hurt more of- 
ten than any other group. "Thai's 
one of the reasons why we've 
adopted the Knowing Mowing pro- 
eram." she said, "besides the fact , 



the course fits nicely with the Red 
Cross' mission of accident preven- 
tion." 

According to George Thompson, 
Briggs & Stratum's communica- 
tions manager, industry has done 
what it can to make the mower it- 
self safe. "Education in the proper 
use of the equipment is the best 
way now to cut down on accidents," 
he said. 

The corporate spokesman for 
Milwaukee-based Briggs & Strat- 
ton, said that the program, started 
in 1985, was "a natural" for the 
company - the world's largest maker 
of gasoline engines for outdoor 
power equipment. And over the past 
four years, the project has spread to 
over 250 Red Cross chapters with 
over 15,000 youngsters having 
taken the course. 

With the arrival of the nice 
weather, parents everywhere begin 
to ponder the age-old question: 
"What is the youngster old enough 
to mow die lawn?" 

"When he or she no longer wants 
t to mow it," quipped Chilldres. 
"Actually, it depends on a child's 
size and development. We usually 
figure about 12 is a good age to 
start mowing, provided the young- 
ster has had good instruction." 

Students completing the course 
receive a completion certificate, 
wallet attendance card and a 
"Knowing Mowing" ball cap. They 
also receive a poster listing operat- 
ing and maintenance tips and first 
aid information, to be displayed 
where the mower is stored. The cost 
of the class is $5 per student

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Kempsville Downs Controversy May 
Cost Virginia Beach 0ver$1 Miilion 



Resolving the Kempsville 
Downs controversy may cost the 
city over a million dollars. 

City council by a vote of 7-1 de- 
cided to ask City Attorney Dale 
Bimson to prepare an ordinance for 
the condemnation of property se- 
lected by the Department of Parks 
and Recreation to protect the city- 
owned Kempsville Downs Golf 
Course. 

While council made no commit- 
ment of money, Kempsville Coun- 
cilman John D. Moss said that the 
acquisition of 135 lots from the 
Dragas Company which would 
most greatly protect the golf course 
would cost approximately 
$1,040,000. 

Residents have complained that a 
change in the land use plan for the 
PDH2 (planned unit development) 
approved administratively by Plan- 
ning Director Robert Scott two 
years ago has allowed die Dragas 
Companies to construct two-story 
townhomes rather than the four- 
story condos in the original plan, 
eliminating much of die open space 
and threatening die integrity of the 
golf course. 

The homes Dragas is construct- 
ing on four parcels purchased from 
developer R.G. Moore, they said, 
sell for $80,000 compared to the 
$130,000 to $160,000 homes con- 
structed under the original land use 
plan. 

The Dragas homes, they said, are 
constructed of aluminum siding 
which is indented by golf balls and 
are built so close to the golf course 
that the fairways had to be short- 
ened 

Since construction is completed 
or under way on two of the parcels, 
council's action is confined to 
property in the two remaining 
parcels where Dragas is getting 
ready to build. 

Dragas has placed the value of 
the two parcels at $5.2 million, 
which Moss said, would be out of 
the question. He said, however, that 
the golf course would be most pro- 
tected by the acquisition of approx- 
imately one-fourth of the property 

for $1,040,000, which is the figure 
given by Dragas. i 

Moss said that city council has 
the responsibility to do what's 
right. He also said that council 
should draft an ordinance so that the 
same situation will never happen 
again. 

He said that council passed the 
PDH2 ordinance (which has since 
been eliminated from the Zoning 
Ordinance) and that it means certain 
things to people. He said that Scott 
shouldn't be made the scapegoat. 
"That's not right." A person can act 
in good faith, he said, and can still 
make die wrong decisions. 

Residents have complained that 
Scott made a decision administra- 
tively which should have been 
taken to council. The ordinance 
calls for major changes in planned 
unit plans to be approved by coun- 
cil. With no public hearing required 
for an administrative change, they 
said, they did not learn of the 1987 
changes until recently when Dragas 
took a variance request to the Board 
of Zoning Appeals. 

Dragas had earlier been granted 
variances from setback requirements 



which allows the company to con- 
struct sheds within the ten-fool set- 
backs, next to the golf course. 
More recent requests for the two 
remaining parcels were not granted, 
the resident said, because by that 
time they were aware and objected 
to the changes. . 

Councilman John A. Baum dis- 
sented from the Moss motion and 
Council woman Nancy Parker ab- 
stained. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson bad 
announced to council that it was the 
conclusion of the city attorney's 
office that the Dragas Company has 
vested rights to build on the land 
but that the city could attempt to 
acquire the land by fee simple and 
easements and the court will have 
to determine fair and adequate com- 
pensation. 

In a letter dated May 15 and read 
during a recent council meeting, 
Thomas J. Hansen, Dragas vice 
president, said that the company has 
decided not to build sheds on the 
two remaining parcels so all homes 
will have a setback of ten feet from 
the golf course line; that the alu- 
minum siding was installed only in 
one section and that the company 
has started using a crack-proof, 
dent-proof vinyl siding. Dragas is 
studying ways to protect the alu- 
minum siding, already erected, from 
damage by golf balls, and Dragas is 
looking seriously into the 
possibility of adding new brick el- 
ements to the remaining two 
parcels. 

The company has maintained that 
it sought the change in the land use 
plan because the condos were not 
selling in other areas of the devel- 
opment. 

Herbert E. Wittershiem, who 
lives adjacent to one of the two un- 
developed parcels, told council that 
he bought his lownhome for 
$165,000 and "now $80,000 homes 
are sandwiched between our 
houses." He said that the change in 
the plan has resulted in a loss to the 
city of over $12 million in the tax 
base. "I applaud Mr. Dragas' ability 
to make a profit, but not at my ex- 
pense! The loss is because some 
person gave Dragas permission to 
by-pass (the land use plan). One 
must wonder how many times the 
procedure is used by Dragas ... No 
department head should have made 
that decision." 

Harold B. Booterbaugh, of 
Kempsville Greens Parkway, said 
that he has been hurt personally and 
doesn't plan to drop the issue. He 
said that the value Dragas has 
placed on one parcel is probably 
what he paid for all four. "I don't 
think it appreciated thai much." 

George Delaney, of the Larkspur 
Civic League, said that the main 
concern of the civic league is the 
golf course. He said that Moore's 
plan was compatible with the golf 
course and that it was unfortunate 
Moore did not continue with the 
project. He said he was concerned 
about shortening the fairways and 
about any encroachment on the 
greens. 

Baum said that council's action 
had to be precedent setting. "Do we 

want to get into the business of fi- 
nancing developers?" he asked. 



Purchasing From Dragas Co. 
For Kempsville Greens Golf 
Course Not A Possible Solution 



Purchasing property from the 
Dragas Companies as a buffer for 
die city-owned Kempsville Greens 
Golf Course apparendy will not be 
among solutions that will be con- 
sidered by city council on June 5. 

Kempsville Councilman John D. 
Moss said that the city does not 
have the money to responsibly 
consider condemnation, which has 
been estimated would cost in the 
millions. Also, Alan Frieden, Dra- 
gas attorney, said Monday that the 

company would fight condemnation 
on the grounds that it would be 
discriminatory because all property 
around the golf course would not be 
included. 

Moss suggested a 30-foot high 
screen along the golf course against 
the section of the Dragas properties 
where construction has not been 
completed. He said that the fence 
might contain golf balls which 
would otherwise hit the homes 
which are planned close to the golf 
course. Residents have complained 
that a land use change approved ad- 



ministratively permits homes to be 
constructed too close to the course 
and eliminates open space. The 
homes are also less expensive than 
die homes occupied by the oppos- 
ing residents. 

When Moss received no second 
on this motion to erect a screen, he 
made a motion to direct City Man- 
ager Aubrey V. Watts Jr., to come 
in with recommendations next 
Monday, short of condemnation. 

The motion passed by a 5-3 vote 
with Councilmen John A. Baum, 
Harold Heischober and William D. 
Sessoms Jr. dissenting. 

Tempers flared when Baum said 
that "The idea of putting up a 30- 
foot fence is not a reasonable action 
of government. It's not there to 
protect the new development but to 
punish them." 

"I have an obligation not to cre- 
ate a nuisance," replied Moss. "I'm 
here to protect the city. You have 
accused us of not understanding the 
ruraj problems. I would suggest 
your ignorance of urban problems 
is just as great"

Henry B. carries a newspaper with him to the shipyard so his fellow 
workers will think he can read. 

Susan T. is embarrassed to tell her 10-year-old son she cannot understand 
the notes his teacher sends home. 

Henry Y. makes excuses to avoid delivering packages to a part of town 
he is not familiar with because he. cannot read the street signs. Henry is 
afraid he will be fired because the boss thinks his driver is lazy. 

Almost one in five of Virginia's Adults cannot read a road sign, a warn- 
ing label or an election ballot. In our state's information society, they are 
outcasts - marginally employable and burdened with feelings of inadequacy. 
They are unable to contribute fully to our society despite high native 
intelligence. 

The 1980 census revealed that 677,968 Virginia adults have less than a 
fifth grade education (the generally accepted definition of functional illiter- 
acy). Using the same data, it is estimated that over 11,000 Virginia,Beach 
adults are functionally illiterate. Experts believe that this figure is under- 
stated. 

The economic cost to Virginia is high. Illiteracy adds to crime. It in- 
creases the number of industrial accidents. It raises the cost of welfare. It 
reduces the efficiency of business and the military. It significantly lowers 



Almost one in five of Virginia's adults cannot read 
a road sign, a warning label or an election ballot 
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the amount ot wages, and thus taxes received by the government. 

The State Department of Adult Basic Education recently estimated the 
annual cost of illiteracy to Virginia at nearly $300 million. This total in- 
cludes welfare and unemployment benefits paid to people motivated to 
work but who are unemployable because of illiteracy. Also tallied are lost 
taxes. . 

Added to the price tags is the cost of incarcerating illiterates. The Vir- 
ginia State Board of Corrections has found that nearly 2,000 prisoners in 
its system cannot read and nearly 6,000 have less than a high school 
education. 

While the economic costs of illiteracy are heavy, the emotional costs 
may be more profound. Our volunteer literacy tutors with the Tidewater 
Literacy Council in Virginia Beach have shared with me the stigma that , 
their adult illiterate students feel. One student meets his tutor at a bowling ' 
alley because he does not want his wife to know he can't read. A promising

ADD Children Present Challenges To Educators

Recently, there has been a significant increase in the attention given by 
the media to students demonstrating behaviors which have interfered with 
their own learning ability or with educating other students. Students 
demonstrating an inability to pay attention in an age appropriate manner 
have been identified as lazy, unable to concentrate, impulsive and hyperac- 
tive, disorganized, distractible and/or inconsistent. School personnel find 
them to be difficult to teach; they do not respond in the same way as other 
children and are often disruptive. The children themselves are at risk for 
major academic and social failure unless they are managed appropriately. 

Clearly, these children, whose condition is referred to as attention deficit 
disorder (ADD), present challenges to educators which must be met. 
Educators and parents are examining ways to help these children reach their 
full potential. 

The diagnosis of attention deficit disorders is a medical, rather than an 
educational, classification. The cause of ADD may be genetic, prenatal, or 
physical in nature. Associated features of ADD include low frustration tol- 
erance and temper outbursts, low self-esteem, variable mood, and academic 
underachievement. ADD, with or without hyperactivity, is often the level 
used by primary care physicians and specialists to describe children and 



The diagnosis of attention deficit disorders fc a\ 
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adolescents who are not doing well in school (Weinburg and Emslie, 
1987). 

It is estimated by the Clearinghouse on Handicapped and Gifted Children 
(1987) that 20 percent of the population will be identified as having ADD. 
"In Facts for Families," published by the American Academy of Child 
Psychiatry, statistics reflect that three percent of all children in the United 
States are affected by this disorder. ADD is three times more common in 
boys than girls. Adults, as well as children, may be diagnosed as having 
ADD and are known as ADD-Residual. In its residual form, adults who 
were identified as hyperactive during childhood continue to demonstrate 
impulsivity and difficulty with concentration; however, they become less 
overactive. 

While manifestations of this disorder usually appear in every setting 

(home, school, with peers, etc.), it is recognized that signs "... may be 

minimal or absent when the person is receiving frequent reinforcement or

Memorial Day ■ A Sacred And Secular Holiday

By federal law, Memorial Day is not celebrated the last Monday in May, 
so the holiday will be observed on the 29th this year. It marks the begin- 
ning of the summer season and is usually the day local pools and beaches 
open. 

While there will be wreath-laying ceremonies, parades and patriotic 
speeches on this dale, it seems almost sacrosanct that the most popular 
annual Memorial Day attraction is the Indianapolis 500. Like so many of 
our holidays, what began as an American sacred ceremony has lost its 
original meaning for many. 

The origin of Decoration Day, as it was formerly known, is unclear and 
disputed. The one fact on which all agree is that the American custom of 
cleaning cemeteries and decorating the graves of fallen soldiers began al- 
most spontaneously at the time of the War Between the States. 

Some twenty-five places claim to be the "birthplace" of this holiday. In 
April 1862 and 1863, Sarah Nichols Evans, a nurse and wife of a Union 
soldier, assisted by a chaplain's wife decorated seventeen graves of soldiers 
who had died in the defense of the capitol. When the first Union so.^icr 
was buried in Arlington National Cemetery in May of 1864, Mrs. Evans 
enlisted the help of the Union Army in the observance. In 1873, she was 
recognized by the Des Moines G.A.R. Post 12 as the "Originator of 




Memorial Day." 
The village of Boalsburg, Pa., claimed that graves

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Council Adopts Overlay District Ordinance 



Against sometimes angry oppo- 
sition, city council adopted an 
Agricultural Lands Area Overlay 
District ordinance which will limit 
growth in the southern end of the 

city. 

The controversial ordinance is an 
interim measure to provide council 
with guidelines in handling devel- 
opment applications until the new 
Comprehensive Plan is in effect. 
The rough draft of the plan is ex- 
pected in December with adoption 
several months later. The overlay 

ordinance wili be amended to bring 
it into compliance with the Com- 
prehensive Plan within 90 days af- 
ter the adoption of the plan. 

Council received some support 
from the Back Bay/Pungo Civic 
League. Jan Eliassen, representing 
the league, said that the league 
supported the interim ordinance, but 
with reservations. He said that the 
people were concerned that they 
would suffer a loss in rights and 
that the present proposal would 



cause serious loss to landowners. 
He asked what protection the coun- 
cil can give Pungo and Blackwater 
Boroughs when no more land is left 
in the rest of the city. Would these 
areas be subject to hi^h density 
zoning? He said the residents do no 
want the short term solution if it 
means they will be exploited later. 
"We want some control over our 
destiny." 

But Pungo Councilwoman Bar- 
bara Henley was surprised that the 
Council of Civic Organizations, a 
champion of slow growth in the 
past, asked for the denial of the or- 
dinance because it would "Put a 
strain on a number of citizens." 

The most suspect of the provi- 
sions requires subdivisions to have 
lots of at least 20 acres and 300 feet 
in length. 

However, the ordinance also pro- 
vides for exceptions with council 
review. 

The ordinance also stipulates that 
nothing in the ordinance shall be 



construed as prohibiting the is- 
suance of a building permit to 
which a property owner would oth- 
erwise be entitled without this 
overlay district in place. 

Subdivisions permitted by right 
include: 

• Any subdivision that docs not 
result in the creation of a new lot. 

• Any subdivision where all lots 
created are occupied by a single- 
family dwelling in existence at the 
time of this ordinance. 

• Any subdivision where all lots 
created are at least 20 acres in size 
and 300 feet in width. 

• Any single lot or parcel exist- 
ing at the time of adoption of the 
ordinance may be subdivided for the 
purpose of creating one additional 
lot consisting of at least one acre of 
area and ISO feet of width. 

Some of the ire of the residents 
was directed at Blackwater Coun- 
cilman John A. Baum and Henley. 
Hubert L. Dail Jr., of Seaboard 
Road, said that in his opinion they 



should not vote on the matter. Both 
council members voted for the 
adoption of the ordinance. Only 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
dissented. Vice Mayor Robert E. 
Fentress, Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker, and Councilman John L. 
Perry were absent. 

Dail said that the city should 
have a process like the one used in 
Chesapeake where the citizens suc- 
cessfully petitioned against a 
rczoning granted by city council. 
"We have no right to appeal," said 
Dail. He said that farmettes, three- 
to-five acre lot developments that 
have been popular with developers 
in the southern end of the city, are 
compatible with rural living. 
"People do not want to have the 
right to sell their land removed," he 
said. 

Because of their small numbers, 
he said, their voices are ignored. We 
said that development on one-to- 
ihree acres would discourage 
mcgadevelopers. 



Joe Burroughs, another Seaboard 
Road landowner, said that agricul- 
ture was not a viable industry. He 
said that 95 percent of what you 
buy is imported from other states 
and other countries, and that the 
State of Virginia is responsible for 
the situation. The State, he said, 
has not helped with new programs. 
"You cannot compete with Arizona, 
Texas and California. They have a 
controlled environment ..." He 
complained that economics was not 
considered in preparing the ordi- 
nance and that land will be deval- 
ued. 

Henley said that economics has 
been a concern all akmg and that is 
one of the components which will 
be studied during the year. She said 
council wants to be certain it has 
not placed a burden on the prooertv 
owners. She said that the position 
of council is certainly not a no- 
growth one. "It was never the intent 
of council to impose a no-growth 
policy. We're looking for the means 



to bring the zoning ordinance into 
compliance with the Comprehen- 
sive Plan ... We are being faced 
with questions we need guidance 
on. 

Baum said: "You think the sys- 
tem works fine. It is not working 
fine." He said it was his desire to 
protect private property rights but 
that the city is creating problems 
with growth, when land fronting on 
a road is worth $15,000 an acre and 
the land just immediately beyond is 
worth $1,000 an acre. 

Henley said that the action was 
long overdue and that she wished it 
has been done in other parts of the 
city. 

Council also unanimously denied 
ordinances which would have re- 
quired conditional use permitted for 
single-family dwellings in AG-2 
Agricultural zones (they are already 
required in Ag-1 zones), and which 
would have required a minimum lot 
area of 10 acres for single family 
dwellings in agricultural districts.

Center For Arts Hosts Museum Workshop 



"Coloratura: Painted Objects" is 
an unusual painting workshop that 
blends craft, design, form and func- 
tion. The Virginia Beach Center for 
the Arts is hosting this workshop, 
in which participants learn how to 
see ordinary, everyday objects 
through their "aesthetic eye," and 
then embellish these objects using 
color and design. 

What happens to our understand- 
ing of an everyday object when we 
strip away its function and look 
only at its design? Richmond artists 
Catherine Roseberry and Rob 
Womack pose that question in their 
program, organized by the affiliate 
department of the Virginia Museum 
of Fine Arts, and traveling to the 
Center on June 1 and 2. The work- 
shop is on Friday, 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
An illustrated lecture/talk is on the 
preceding Thursday evening at 7:30 
p.m. Both are free and open to the 
public. 

Students will bring objects from 
home - radio, teakettle, shoes, a 
surfboard - and as a group, describe 
how they see the objects, and then 
concentrate on a personal 
reinterpretation. By studying de- 
sign, color, surface texture and dec- 
oration, students paint their indi- 
vidual objects through an adven- 
turesome process that redefines their 
perception of the object. 

"Coloratura," a musical term 
meaning "elaborate embellish- 
ment," is the name Roseberry and 
Womack use in creating their dis- 
tinctive hand-painted furniture. 
They select pre-existing furniture 
for its appealing form, humor, 



sculptural possibilities and eclectic 
appeal. After sanding and priming, 
they paint the piece with vivid 
enamel, as if it were a fresh white 
canvas on which to tell a story. 
Workshop students can see some of 
these pieces at the Thursday lecture. 

The husband-and-wifc team work 
separately on a given piece, and cite 
different inspirations and influences 
on their styles. Womack, with a 
BFA in painting and printmaking 
from Virginia Commonwealth 
University, looks to architecture, 
literature. Cubism, and post-war 
periods of furniture design. Rose- 
berry, who earned her BFA in art 
education from VCU, works 
figuratively and narratively to re- 
flect her personSNntcrcsts in litera- 
ture, textiles, dreams and memories. 

The award-winning work of 
"Coloratura" has been exhibited at 
Maryland Art Place, the Richmond 
Craft Fair, Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege, Richmond's Hand Workshop 
and Elements Gallery, and most re- 
cently in the prestigious Interna- 
tional Contemporary Furniture 
Fair, New York City, May 1989.

Textbooks Recommended For Adoption 



New tcxtboBks recommended for 
adopiion in the public schools of 
Virginia Beach will be on display at 
several locations throughout the 
city. The texts have been under 
consideration for several months. 
Texts for science courses in grades 
K-12 and for health courses in 
grades seven and 10 have been rec- 
ommended. 

The tests will be on display at 
the Virginia Beach Central Library 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard and at 
each of the five library branches in 
the city through June 16. In addi- 
tion, the books will be on display 
at the School Administration 
Building in the municipal complex 
at Princess Anne through the day of 
the next regular School Board 
meeting on Tuesday, June 20; the 
meeting begins at 2 p.m. 

It is anticipated thai the School 
Board will take action on the rec- 
ommendation of textbook adopiion 
at the meeting. Should the recom- 
mendation of the Department of In- 
structional Planning and Develop- 
ment Services be accepted and the 
texts adopted, science textbooks 
will be purchased immediately for 
the elementary schools and high 
school opening in September 1989, 



for use through June 30, 1996. For 

all other schools, the books will be 
in use from July 1, 1990 through 
June 30, 1996. Health textbooks 
will be purchased immediately for 
all junior and senior high schools, 
for use through June 30, 19%. No 
text is currently in use for health 
courses in grades seven and 10. 

All books recommended for 
adoption were proposed by curricu- 
lum committees of the individual 
subject areas, following through 
review of each text by teachers in 
those subject areas throughout the 
school division. The curriculum 
committees are comprised of par- 
ents, teachers, students, and school 
administrators; they meet on a 
regular basis during the school year. 

State Board of Education proce- 
dures for the adoption of textbooks 
are strictly followed in the selection 
of the recommended texts. In all 
cases, the Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools Department of In- 
structional Planning and Develop- 
ment Services recommends to the 
School Board the committee's first 
choice for adoption. During the 
adoption period, the books are rou- 
tinely reviewed and evaluated often.

Oceana. The object was to central- 
ize the outing so more people 
would attend.

calls for spray requests mostly in 
neighborhoods where there are 
mosquitos breedings at the time. 
She added that some weeks there 
won't even be an emergence, there- 
fore the problems is a periodic one. 

There are several types of lar- 
vacide that is sprayed in water to 
kill larvae such as Bti, a bacterial 
spore that kills both mosquito lar- 
vae and black fly larvae: Abate 4-E 
and a mosquito larvaciding oil. The 
city's spray trucks use two types of 
sprays which have been reported as 
safe and effective. 

The commission also provides a 
Mosquito Hotline, which is a 
recorded message, updated weekly, 
providing information on species 
that are prevalent at the lime and 
where they can be found. The num- 
ber is 468-ITCH. McCrcary said 
they can usually predict the 
mosquito problem from week to 
week, depending on the weather re- 
port. 

"If the weather continues to be as 
wet as it has, the population will 
increase. If it dries up, it will be an 
average year," she said.

young assembly worker sees his career at an end unless he can handle the 
paperwork. A mother is struggling to learn to read Winnie the Pooh to her 
3-year-old daughter. 

Literacy tutors report that many of their students as little children did not 
see books in the home. They have never seen parents write anything. In 
school they may have been labeled as having learning problems. Under- 
standably, such children often respond by turning off to school. 

The Tidewater Literacy Council - which operates in Virginia Beach, 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Chesapeake - tutors about 200 students a year. 
Students are paired with tutors who meet them individually for several 
hours a week. 

The Adult Basic Education unit of the Virginia Beach Public Schools 
teaches basic reading to many adults each year. The Virginia Beach ABE 
instructors conducted a very successful program with the City of Virginia 
Beach recently in teaching a special reading class for our employees. I can- 
not remember a more personally gratifying experience than when I partici- 
pated in the recognition ceremony for these city workers! 

Virginia Beach's literacy volunteers have help from the State Office of 
Adult Literacy, Literacy Action of Southampton Roads, the Coalition for 
Literacy in Virginia and the Virginia Literacy Foundation, headed by the 
first lady of the commonwealth, Mrs. Jeannie Balilcs. Virginia Beach pub- 
lic libraries supply books and space for tutoring. School teachers help 
adults learn to read. Church groups raise money and provide tutors. The 

Urban League and other groups assist grade school and high school stu- 
dents improve their reading skills. 

Yet, despite these efforts, only a tiny fraction of Virginia's illiterate 
adults will learn to read in 1989 unless more resources are put into the 
struggle. I am pleased to be honorary chairperson of an exciting 
cooperative project involving the Virginia Beach Public Library, Virginia 
Beach Public Schools and the Friends of the Virginia Beach Public 
Library. We will soon announce a fund raising project to establish a 
computerized literacy lab at the Adult Learning Center. This technology 
has been proven to raise a student's reading ability by as many as three 
grade levels in only 20 weeks. 

Increased funding for literacy programs would be both cost effective and 
compassionate. Perhaps more importantly, it would permit informed par- 
ticipation by more of our citizens in our representative system of govern- 
ment. 

FACTS ABOUT ILLITERACY 

• The United States ranks 49th among 156 countries in literacy, a drop 
of 18 places since 1950. 

• The illiteracy rate in the United States is three limes that of the Soviet 
Union, and five times that of Cuba. 

• The estimated yearly cost of illiteracy due to nonproductivity, crime 
and loss of tax revenue is $225 billion. 

• Sixty-five percent of all prisoners can't read. The cost of maintaining a 
prisoner for one year is greater than tuition at Harvard. 

• Thirty percent of all naval recruits are functionally illiterate. 

• One out of ten drivers you meet on the highway cannot read road signs. 

• Forty percent of Americans say they have never read a book. 

• Only four percent of illiterates are reached by all the adult literacy pro- 
grams in the country combined.

This article was compiled through the courtesy and assistance of Martha

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on July 4, 1864. Jackson, Miss., reported that a descendent of President 
John Adams put out a call to decorate Confederate graves on April 26, 
1865. This act is commemorated on a monument erected in 1888 on the 
Old Stale Capital grounds at Jackson. 

On March 12, 1866, a letter written by a Mary Williams was published 
in the Columbus, Ga., newspaper appealing to women throughout the 
south to cover the graves of soldiers with flowers. She suggested that this 
be done on April 26, the anniversary of the surrender of the last of the 
Confederate forces under General Joseph E. Johnston. 

The Williams letters was reprinted in many southern newspapers. Per- 
haps that was why four women of Columbus, Miss., decided to decorate 
the Friendship Cemetery where casualties of the Battle of Shiloh were 
buried. A former Confederate chaplain accompanied the women, who placed 
flowers on the graves of 100 Union soldiers along with their own 1,500 
fallen soldiers. 

When Francis Miles Finch, an attorney in Ithaca, NY, read of this ges- 
ture of reconciliation, he wrote a poem, which was published in the At- 
lantic Monthly in 1867. "The Blue and The Gray" brought fame to the 
memorial event and to its author. It can now be found in The Best Loved 
Poems of the American People. 

But it is Waterloo, NY, which can legally claim that it held the first 
formal village-wide observance on May 5, 1866 with flags flown at half- 
staff. Henry C. Welles, a local dentist, had suggested in 1865 that ihe dead 
of the Civil War be remembered by decorating their graves with flowers. 
Union General John B. Murray agreed and gathered veterans to support the 
idea. By a Joint Resolution of Congress, Waterloo was recognized on its 
centennial observance in 1966 as "The Birthplace of Memorial Day." 

Just as there were disputes over the birthplace of the holiday, there is 
much confusion over who first suggested this American holiday. Many 
southern women formed memorial societies to see that their dead soldiers 
were brought home and the graves properly cared for. Richmond had several 
such societies, as did Petersburg, where the stone in Blandford Cemetery on

the grave of Nora Fontaine Maury Davidson credits her as "Originator of 
Memorial Day." 

But Richmond claimed that Cassandra Oliver Moncure should be hon- 
ored as she had chosen the traditional date of May 30 for the observance. 
This was the memorial date that is celebrated in France as "The Day of the 
Ashes," commemorating the return of Napoleon's remains to France from 
St. Helena. 

When Mrs. John A. Logan, wife of the commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, described her tour of the battlefields around Rich- 
mond and Petersburg, she told her husband of the flags and flowers on the 
graves. A Pennsylvania woman insisted that it was she who had inspired 
General Logan to issue General Order Eleven. Yet another version was thai 
a German-bom Union soldier had described the German custom of decorat- 
ing graves of the war dead on Heroes' Memorial Day in March. 

No matter who encouraged the general to issue the order, one historian 
wrote, "No act did more to remove public prejudice against the G.A.R. 
than did the inauguration of Memorial Day." A newspaper reporter sug- 
gested that Memorial Day was established in the wild delirium following 
the death of Lincoln. The observance still reminds Americans that we are 
one nation dedicated to the principles of freedom for which men have given 
their lives. ■ 

Throughout the country there will be parades and patriotic speeches 
commemorating this special day. However, here in Virginia Beach, 
apparently no formal ceremony has been planned at the beautiful Tidewater 
Veterans Memorial which was dedicated last year. 

Several veteran's groups will be present for those individuals who would 
like to place a flag for a veteran. 

Citizens, organizations and businesses throughout the city can honor 
those who have fought and died for our freedoms by flying the Flag in 
mourning on that day. 

The proper way to fly the flag on Memorial Day is to raise it to die 
peak for an instant and then lower it to a position half way between the top 
and bottom of Ihe staff. On Memorial Day die flag is displayed at half staff 
until noon and full staff from noon to sunset. 
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very strict control, or is in a novel setting or a one-to-one situation. A 
physician usually looks for eight of 14 behaviors as described in the Diag- 
nostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders (DSN-III) published by 
ihe American Psychiatric Association. The diagnostic criteria specifies that 
the disturbance must have been on going for at least six months and the 
o'nset must have occurred prior to age seven. Based on the number and in- 
tensity of the observed behaviors, the ADD diagnosis can additionally be 
classified at "mild," "moderate," or "severe." 

The actual diagnostic label "ADD" usually is given by physicians, most 
commonly by pediatricians and child psychiatrists, sometimes neurologists 
and clinical psychologists. Occasionally, parents will initiate the evalua- 
tion by one of these professionals on their own. However, the typical route 
is for school personnel to note a concern and recommend that the parents 
have the child formally evaluated. Interviews, observations, rating scales, 
psychoeducatiOnal tests, and specific tests for the assessment of attention, 
impulsivity, and activity all contribute to a comprehensive evaluation for 
ADD. 

All schools have child study committees to receive referrals and discuss 
alternatives for working with individual students. This committee can de- 
termine if there is a need to pursue further evaluation of if classroom 
modifications will suffice. If an evaluations is pursued, it must include the 
four components required by state special education regulations: educa- 
tional, psychological, medical, and sociocultural. The eligibility commit- 
tee may recommend to the parents that they consult a medical specialist for 

consideration of drug intervention. Personnel in the school recognize that 
the medical diagnosis of ADD, and the prescription of drugs such as Ri- 
talin, are appropriately to be left in the hands of trained physicians. 

Medication, whether used alone or in combination with educational and 
psychological/psychiatric interventions, clearly is the most widely used 
procedure for the management of ADD - especially attention deficit hyper- 
activity disorder (ADHD). "Careful research studies, using control groups 
and "double blind" procedures with placebos so that there is no way for the 
child, the parents, or teachers to determine when a child was and was not 
receiving medication, clearly indicate that stimulant drugs have a positive 
effect in 60 to 80 percent of diagnosed ADHD children. These effects in- 
clude improved attention, lessened quantity and intensity of motoric social 
interaction, higher efficiency at problem solving tasks, and increased aca- 
demic-productivity (VA. Dept. of Ed.). 

Educators recognize that while medical intervention is effective, the 
drugs do not cure poor social skills or negative behaviors which have been 
learned in the past; nor do they make the child smarter, nor will the child 
suddenly be able to do math problems which they did not understand be- 
cause they could not pay attention sufficiently when the concept was 
taught a year or two earlier. Teachers recognize that a comprehensive pro- 
gram which includes cognitive behavior monitoring, educational modifica- 
tions and adaptations and individual/family counseling is also necessary. 
Positive feedback, procedures that provide more meaningful learning op- 
tions, and active communication strategies are techniques used in the 
classroom to create an optimum learning experience for the ADD child. 

"The real focus for those who interact with children who have an atten- 
tion deficit disorder is to provide the nurturing, guidance, and instruction 
needed to assist these children in acquiring the academic, social and emo- 
tional skills that lead to independence." 
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Although he does not belong to 
any photography organizations, 
Brown is a member of the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce and 
the Better Business Bureau.

"We're seeing more and more 
children who are truly suicidal in 
our program," said J.F. "Duke" 
Gallagher, director of child and ado- 
lescent services for Tidewater Psy- 
chiatric Center-Norfolk. 

Fifty-eight Virginia Beach resi- 
dents committed suicide in 1986, 
according to Pat Neagle, a Virginia 
Beach health educator. Most of 
them were adults. However, Gal- 
lagher said there are more and more 
youngsters now taking their own 
lives. 

He said more and more young 
children are hanging out with older 
children. The older adolescents then 
prompt the younger children to take 
risks that they normally wouldn't 
take, just so they'll be accepted into 
the gang. 

Gallagher said he has dealt with 
children, predominently boys, in 
the Bayside and Carper Housing ar- 
eas who have sniffed gas, glue and 
floor cleaner in an attempt to fit in. 
Oftentimes the dares can be fatal. 

"It's real difficult to tell espe- 
cially with young kids. A lot of it 
is chalked up as an accident," Gal- 




lagher said. 

Some children also come through 
TPI each year for attempted suicide, 
Gallagher said. He said the most 
common reasons for a child want- 
ing to die are to be accepted by his 
peers; because he is truly sad and no 
longer wants to be alive; because he 
feels that his parent's divorce was 
all his fault; difficulties in school 
or because he/she has been sexually 
abused by a member of his family.

After accomplishing 
everything I could in D Company 1 
tried out for the U.S. Army Drill 
Team. 

"After two long, hard weeks of 
vigorous training with the 1903 
Springfield bayonet tipped rifle, I 
took a 14-day test and passed. I was 
now on America's elite drill team. 



Many try but few are chosen. Since 
I made the drill team I've traveled to 
Puerto Rico and up and down the 
east coast. I enjoy my job and am 
justifiably proud to be part of this 
elite unit." 

Members of the nation's oldest 
infantry unit are regular fixtures at 
the whirlwind slate of official func- 
tions conducted daily throughout 
the capilol.

New Landing Signal Simulator 

On Line At Naval Air Station Chicks Beach Polling Moved 



The Landing Signal Office (LSO) 
School was relocated to Naval Air 
Station (NAS) Oceana from Cecil 
Field, Fla., in mid-February 1988 
because NAS Oceana had the build- 
ing facilities to accommodate the 
school and a trainer already on the 
drawing board. 

A recent ribbon cuUing ceremony 
officially marked the inception of 
the trainer which is located in 
building 240. Officer in charge of 
the LSO School Lieutenant Com- 
mander (LCDR) Jim Hoffman noted 
that the simulator was the result of 
cooperative efforts between the 
Navy and its creator, Systems and 
Simulations, Inc. (SSI) of Tampa. 

"(The simulator) is a long time 
coming," said Commander Tactical 
Wings Atlantic Rear Admiral Fred- 
erick L. Lewis, who was guest 
speaker for the event. Relating his 
experiences as an aviator, Rear Ad- 
miral Lewis expects the state-of- 
the-art simulator to provide training 
that will "make air operations safer 
. . . (and which) is going to help us 
get better." 

"We have provided you with the 
finest equipment in the industry," 
said SSI Vice President Walt Daily 
in his remarks. 

Lights dimmed after the ribbon 
cutting, and guests were now 
standing by the landing signal offi- 
cer's platform on the deck of an air- 
craft carrier. Four projectors created 
the panoramic illusion and that of a 
jet approaching and then its on deck 
recovery. A background sound sys- 
tem provided authentic engine and 
arrestment sounds. 

The LSO, who gets the name 
from early aviation when paddles 
were used to signal (wave) aviators 
coming in for a landing, has to rely 
on sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment, as well as his reflexes, in- 
stincts and visual acuity. The 
trainer provides an interactive 
medium within a controlled class- 
room environment to prepare the 
LSO for his exacting task. 

Providing realistic simulation of 
shipboard fixed-wing aircraft opera- 
tions, the trainer is comprised of a 



student station and an instructor 
operator station. 

The student station has a display 
console containing a nine-inch 
CRT that presents the simulator 
Pilot Landing Aid Television 
(PLAT) monitor, a base station, the 
manually operated visual landing 
aid system (MOVLAS) and the 
landing area status light. 

The instructor's station is com- 
prised of a 19-inch touch sensitive 
multi-functional CRT, performance 
monitor and all appropriate con- 
trols. The touch sensitive CRT al- 
lows him to control all instruction 
strategies and features. Capabilities 
include the control of visual dis- 
plays, scenario selection, malfunc- 
tion insertion, control of voice 
communications, student monitor- 
ing, instruction and grading. 

The trainer's visual system pro- 
vides the primary perceptual cues 
the LSO is required to use along 
with data from other sources to 
analyze the quality of each aircraft 
pass. Visual simulation includes 
the choice of six different moving 
aircraft types, background scene of 
varying seascape, light and envi- 
ronmental conditions, and different 
scenarios for time of day, cloud 
cover, sea state, visibility, light 
u intensities and deck illumination 
which can be set at the instructor's 
console. 

The visual system responds to 
the LSO voice commands by 
generating the aircraft image based 
upon inputs from the aircraft and 
pilot models which reside in the 
host computer. Speaker indepen- 
dent, the voice recognition system 
has an acoustic memory which 
stores speech paUerns and words of 
phrases. It is used by the student to 
control the flight path of the simu- 
lated aircraft 

The trainer also teaches the LSO 
to "eye" proper glidcslope and ccn- 
terline in space, as well as the 
critical ranges for an aircraft ap- 
proach. 

The complexity of the simulator 
matches the complexity of the 
LSO's responsibilities to guide an 

aviator on deck of the aircraft car- 
rier.

Council Vote Split On Pungo 
Shooting Range Permit 



With just a bare majority voting, 
city council split its vote 3-3 for 
denial of a use permit application 
for a clay pigeon shooting range in 
Pungo. 

Both Councilman John A. Baum 
and Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
abstained because the property in 
question, 20 acres on the south side 
of Campbells Landing Road east of 
Morris Neck Road, is owned by 
Frank Williams, with who they do 
business. 

Council then voted 4-2 to defer 
the application until June 26. Vot- 
ing against denial were and for ap- 
proval were Councilmen Albert 
Balko, Harold Heischober and 
William D. Sessoms, Jr. In the 4-2 
vote for the rehearing. Mayor Mey- 
era Oberndorf and Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan dissented. Coun- 
cilmen John L. Perry, Council- 
woman Nancy Parker and Vice 
Mayor William E. Fentress were 
absent 

Moody Stallings, attorney repre- 
senting the applicant, Back Bay 
Sporting Clays, headed by Henry 
Johnson, said that the location was 
ideal for a natural shooting range 
because it was next door to the po- 
lice shooting range. 

Residents fell differently. 
Theodore E. Thieman, Jr. 
representing the residents, submit- 
ted petitions with 125 signatures 
opposing the application. He said 
that the use of shotguns in an open 
field would create a nuisance that 
can be heard over two miles away, 
already experienced during the two 
previous shoots. He said that an 
abundance of homes are located 
within sound distance of the range. 

He said that the residents could 
do without the noise from the po- 
lice firing range, but considered it a 
trade-off for the increased police 
presence. The police range, he said, 



is surrounded by two, high dirt 
berms on each side of a large, con- 
cave, concrete walls so that the 
gunfire sounds like a pack of fire- 
crackers. 

He said that die range would re- 
duce property values and the access 
road is inadequate. 

The residents also objected to al- 
cohol consumptions at the location 
following two previous events, 
creating further traffic hazards. 

The locations, said Thieman, is 
too natural. The range's eastern 
boundary is adjacent to the Trojan 
Waterfowl management area, a nar- 
row strip of woods separates the 
range from the marsh, and Back Bay 
is only 2,000 feet away. The area 
also has an abundance of lead shot 
and plastic wads which are haz- 
ardous to the wildlife. 

Stallings said that the issue was 
not one of drinking beer. "If this 
turns out to be a public nuisancd, 
we don't want it," he said. 

Thieman said that the location 
would be used for social events after 
shootings where alcohol would hie 
served. 

Stallings said the petitions con- 
tain signatures of residents from 
Wolfsnare and Little Island. ; 

He said the purpose of the natural 
range is to simulate hunting. He 
said that the shooters, under state 
law, would not be permitted to use 
lead shot. He offered stipulations 
that the permit be for only one 
year, no alcoholic beverages would 
be served any time while the range 
was in operation, no Sunday 
shooting would be permitted, no 
shooting before 10 a. m. and after 6 
p.m., and that no greater than a 12- 
gauge shotgun would be permitted. 
"If you can't put a range next to a 
paramilitary range, you can't put it 
anywhere!" he said.

Basketball Goal May 
Return To 37th Street 



Basketball advocate Jay Scott of 
65th Street has officially asked 
Parks and Recreation Director 
Harold Whitehurst to relocate the 
basketball goal in the 37th Street 
Presbyterian church parking lot. 

Whitehurst said a new goal is 
needed in that section of Virginia 
Beach. He said a new one will be 
erected, after the best location is 
selected. 

The goal was removed about six 
months after two local residents 
complained about noise. It had 
stood in that location for more than 
20 years. 

In a letter to Whitehurst, Scott 
said the original location is his first 
choice because of its minimal cost 



and effort to the city; high visibil- 
ity and safely factors. His second 
choice is at 38th Street between 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues. This 
location, he wrote, is good for a 
half-court and a mini-community 
park. The court would be bordered 
by two parking lots and complaints 
would be minimal. 

His third choice is Beach Garden 
Park at 30th Street and Baltic Av- 
enue. This city-owned site would 
create the least criticism, Scott 
wrote, but also says it is too far 
removed for the majority of users 
and too isolated to assure safety and 
visibility for younger children. 

Scott hopes the new goal will 
be up within 30 days.

The Exclusive Right To "Intellectual Property"

The word "right" appears only once in the Constitution of 1789, and it 
concerns the individual's right to his intellectual property. Nowhere else in 
the Constitution is there any provision for an exclusive right to be granted 
to any individual or group of individuals. 

It has been said that the provision that has been the most productive of 
economic growth in the United States in Clause 8, Section 8 of Article I. 
"The Congress shall have Power ... To promote the Progress of Science 
and Useful Arts, by securing for limited Times to Authors and Inventors 
exclusive Right to their respective Writings and Discoveries." 

Not only was the Constitution the key to economic freedom, it was the 
first substantive law in history to recognize property rights in the result of 
those mental acts which produce invention and copyrightable material. 
Further, this is the only provision in the Constitution which refers to a 
specific form of property. 

Two landmark pieces of legislation concerning intellectual property were 
passed by the First Congress during its second session. In an address to a 
joint meeting of the Congress January 8, 1790, President George 
Washington urged the passage of legislation that would provide "effectual 
encouragement as well to the introduction of new and useful inventions 
from abroad as to the assertions of skill and genius in producing them at

home." 

The first was a bill known as H.R. #41, an "Act to Promote the 
Progress of Useful Arts." When signed into law by the President, April 10, 
1790, the United States patent system was created. Under that legislation, 
the secretary of state, then Thomas Jefferson, the secretary of war, then 
Henry Knox and the attorney general, Edmund Randolph, became the first 
"Commissioners for the Promotion of Useful Arts." Any two of them 
were authorized to grant a patent under specified conditions. 

The first patent was issued and signed by President Washington three 
months later. It went to Samuel Hopkins on July 31, 1790, and concerned 
a process for making pot ash and pearl ash. Jefferson, himself an inventor 
of note, wrote that the "Act of Congress authorizing the issuing of patents 
for new discoveries has given a spring to invention beyond my 
comprehension."

Will City Be Broke After Building More Schools? 



If the school board gets all the 
schools it says it needs, the city 
won't have enough money to do 
anything else, Councilwoman Bar- 
bara Henley remarked at a recent 
city council work session. 

She said that she was 
"flabbergasted" that die school 
board was looking for a $150 mil- 
lion referendum this fall. 

The current Capital Improvement 
Program includes a $48.06 million 
referendum for the fall and a 
referendum of $39.3 million in 
1992. These referendums would re- 
quire a 5.7 cents real estate tax rate 
increase over the next five years. 

But a letter from E. Carlton 
Bowyer, associate superintendent of 
instructional services, to City 
Manager Aubrey V. Walts, Jr., says 
that revised data compiled by the 



school system's Educational Plan- 
ning Center, shows that the schools 
will need an additional 1 1 facilities 
(seven elementary schools, two 
middle schools, two high schools) 
by 1997. 

These schools are in addition to 
schools already identified in the 
CIP. The total cost of ail proposed 
referendum items - $312,888,000 
divided between two referendums, in 
1989 and 1992. By school board 
estimates, capital projects for the 
schools for the 1989 referendum 
would total $153,102,000. 

Henley said that the council was 
told repeatedly that the projections 
in the CIP would not change but 
thai three days after the second 
reading of the city's operating bud- 
gel, the school board came out with 
new projections. "I'd like to know 
where the gigantic changes came 



from," she said. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
he was going to bring up the same 
subject He said that he was under 
the impression that the school 
board had estimated what was tak- 
ing place. He said that he did not 
think the council should be a rubber 
stamp of the school system's plans. 

Henley said that she would not 
have been so surprised if she had 
not questioned school officials so 
many times. 

Moss noted that the projected 
student enrollments were very high. 
The schools project an additional 
92,000 students by 1997. "That's a 
lot of students!" said Moss. 

"That's a 4.000 siudents-a-year 
increase," Councilman Harold 
Heischober. "The maximum we've 
ever had is 2,800. ,, 



Moss said that the school board 
is talking about a pre-school pro- 
gram. 

If the school board is looking at 
this kind of growth for the schools, 
Henley said, the city should look 
back on its water needs projections. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she would gel back with coun- 
cil with possible dales for a joint 
meeting of the council and school 
board. Moss asked that the school 
system be equipped then with the 
methodology of the model on 
which the protections are based. 

"Looking at a referendum this 
size," said Henley, "we'll never be 
able to do anything else." She 
mentioned the road needs. "We'll 
have beautiful schools but won't 
have any way to get to them." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
had earlier asked that the school 



board make some programs self- 
supporting, like the adult education 
program. 

In his letter, Bowyer said that the 
total referendum results in a savings 
of $4 million by having only two 
referendums when four had been 
planned. Also, he said, 
$14,150,000 will be saved by uti- 
lizing portable classrooms as com- 
pared to permanent additions in the 
current CIP. 

The savings include $1 1,958,000 
of proposed charter bond funding 
which shou*d be considered as a 
possible means of reducing the 
$312,888,000 in referendum fund- 
ing. 

The school board, which re- 
viewed options at a recent work- 
shop, plans to lake final action at 
its June 20 meeting and to make its 
formal CIP submission in July.

coming in on the teams," Doyle 
said. 

The triathlon, which is being 
held at Fort Story, includes a 1.5K 
(.9 mile) open bay swim, a 20-mile 
bicycle ride up Shore Drive to 
Bayville Farms, back down Shore 
Drive to 47th Street and back to the 
base, and a I OK (6.2 mile) run on 
the closed roads of Fort Story. 

Doyle said the best athletes usu- 
ally complete the triathlon in one 
hour and SO minutes with the 
slower athletes taking about three 
hours. Last year's winner, Curtis 
Alitz of Fort Eustis, had a winning 
time of one hour, 48 minutes and 
42 seconds. 

The cost of entering the race is 
$40 for an individual and $60 per 



team. The registration money is 
used to cover expenses and is con- 
tributed to the 200 volunteers who 
are part of the battalion on base.

The second piece of legislation concerning intellectual property was a 
bill known as H.R. #43, an "Act for the Encouragement of Learning by 
Securing the Copies of Maps, Charts, Books and Other Writings to the 
Authors and Proprietors of Such Copies During the Time Therein Men- 
tioned." When signed into law by the President May 31, 1790, the copy- 
right system was established. 

The Honorable Ralph Oman, register of copyrights, reminds us that our 
history explodes a myth - that people have to clear land and build industries 
before they turn to life's finer frills and build opera houses, compose mu- 
sic, paint pictures or write poetry. 

"In the United States, we made copyright a part of the organic law of the 
land, and it has been with us every step of the way. In many ways, copy- 
right helped us conquer the vast tracts and people the interior. Books, 
newspapers, engravings, maps and charts fired the imaginations of the pio- 
neers and gave them courage." 

To commemorate the bicentennial of these landmark laws, which have 
made possible 200 years of creativity, a major international conference will 
be held next May in Washington, D.C. This conference, along with a 
number of other projects and activities, is sponsored by the Foundations 
for a Creative America. 

The foundation's president is Donald W. Banner, formerly U.S. 
commissioner of patents and trademarks and chairman of the ABA section 
of patent, trademark and copyright law. This non-profit educational, scien- 
tific and charitable foundation seeks to broaden public understanding of 
these laws and the legacy of American ingenuity made possible by them. 

A number of other groups and organizations are cooperating in the cele- 
bration of 200 years of creativity. The United States Copyright Office and 
the National School Boards Association are sponsoring a young creators' 
contest to educate public high school students about the relationship be- 
tween copyright and creativity. An awards ceremony will be held in Wash- 
ington next May. 

Winners of the project X-L young inventors' contest, sponsored by the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, wUl also be honored at the awards cere- 
mony. In addition, there will be a major exhibition documenting the his- 
tory and contributions of patents and copyrights to American life, featuring 
interactive exhibits by and for young inventors and creative artists, prepared 
by the Association of Science-Technology Centers in conjunction with the 
Library of Congress. 

Warren E. Burger, chairman, Commission on the Bicentennial of the 
United States Constitution, in expressing his support for these activities 
writes, "My vision for this bicentennial period has been 'a history and 
civics lesson.' In 1990, the lesson will be rich as we highlight the contri- 
butions of authors, artists and inventors to our economic prosperity, while 
studying the concepts of patents and copyrights as interpreted by the Judi- 
cial Branch."

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pression like adults do. It's a num- 
ber of things. Kids don't have the 
life experience to know if you do 
stab yourself, it's final," Gallagher 
said. 

He added that there are several 
warning signs a parent can look for 
if they suspect their child is 
becoming suicidal. Children who 
are accident prone, withdrawn, who 
have experienced a major loss in 
their lives such as a grandparent 
dying or who miss a lot of school 
may need to seek help to prevent 
their depression from building. 

"They don't always come out and 
tell someone they're going to kill 
themselves, but they may give off 
any number of clues," said Gal- 
lagher. 

TPI offers a children's program 
for ages six through 12 and an ado- 
lescent program to help suicidal 
kids deal with their feelings. The 
children attend group therapy five 
times a week and parents sit in 
twice a week. 

"There's a real serious family 
component to our programs," Gal- 
lagher said. "I feel it's best if they 
open it up for discussion."

Several of the children are in-pa- 
tients at the hospital and receive 
around the clock care. They even 
attend school at the hospital, which 
Gallagher said is fully accredited. 

"It's for the kid who probably is 
a little unstable," he said. 

Gallagher said the children en- 
rolled in the programs have either 
attempted suicide once before, have 
an attention deficit disorder, are in 
the early stages of suicide or have 
come directly from the emergency 
room after hurting themselves. 

"We just have so many kids 
coming in that are suicidal. They 
conjure up a number of things and 
then act on them," Gallagher said. 
"It takes a parent to look at the 
signs and keep in touch with his 
kids to see."
